The great countries of the West 
are never even mentioned. It is pro- 
bably felt that they would not like to 
see themselves spoken of as“ tributary” 
in the pages of the Gazette; yet it 
would be inconsistent with dignity to 
name them otherwise; so the shrewd 
rule of leaving alone a difficult question 
is followed. Our readers may remem- 
ber the publication, four years ago, of 
a letter from the Regent of Siam on 
this subject. Towards the close of 
1869, the Viceroy of Fokhien and Che- 
kiang memorialised that the King of 
Siam had asked permission to sond 
tribute, quoting what purported to be a 
translation of the royal petition. “The 
Ralers of Siam had respectfully and 
loyally rendered tribute to to the celes- 
tial sovereign from generation to gene- 
ration, and their duties as subordinates 
had been loyally discharged” * # *, 
“The petitioner having lately ascended 
the throne was anxious to pay, tribute as 
had been customary, é&c., &¢.” . But the 
Regent caused to be written a letter, 
which we published in April 1870, 
denying utterly the trath of this 
anxiety. The King wished to send an 
embassy to “Peking by sea, if the 
Emperor of China would treat it 
like European embassies, but the Iat- 
ter was unwilling and the matter was 
at a standstill. Siam was not tribut- 
ary, and did not purpose becoming so. 
What she wanted was a commercial 
treaty to cover her many ships trading 
with China. 

We are ignorant what may have 
transpired since, and on what footing 
are the relations of China and Siam at 
the present moment ; but we have been 
led to refer to the subject by a docn- 
ment which appears in the Peking 
Gazette of the 15th March. The 
Governor of Yunnan theve memorialises 
that a Burmese Official has brought 
him a petition stating that “the Prince 
“of Burmab, having heard that hos- 
“tilities in the province of Yunnan 
“had completely ceased, bad ordered 
“this official to repair to Tali and 
“to request that Burmah might again 
“send tribute to the Emperor, and

“to request that Burmah might again 
“send tribute to the Emperor, and 
“that trade might go on as was 
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“formerly the custom.” The Governor 
accordingly, “ finding that the Prince 
was extremely anxious to enjoy the 
benefits of Chinese civilisation,” sanc- 
tioned his request, and instructed him 
to send tribute in accordance with the 
former existing regulations. The tone 
is amusing, and is probably as little 
justified as the Fohkien Viceroy’s utter- 
ances about Siam. But no one who 
approaches the Solitary Man can do so 
otherwiso than as his vassal and éribu- 
tary, and one cannot but admiro the 
calm pride with which this assumption 
is maintained. It is no use for these 
ontside “princes” to deny their position; 
the supremacy of the Emperor and the 
dependency of the world are eternal 
facts, beyond their puny power to shake 
or alter. If they wish to see their Lord, 
of course they come as vassals. He 
graciously permits their approach, gives 
them presents in return for those they 
bring, and they may perhaps carry 
back with them some shred of celestial 
civilization, Is not tho chance ‘of 
doing this worth the surplus wealth of 
a kingdom; and is not the Emperor 
merely fulfilling a kindly duty as the 
representative of heaven, in affording 
them this chance of enlightenment? 
‘This seems to be, without exaggeration, 
the ground taken by the Chinese in 
regard to Foreigners; and we can 
infer from their language about Bur- 
mah and Siam, what they say about 
England and France, and how violent 
must be the shock to their feelings at 
witnessing the conduct we assume and 
the pretensions we utter, regarding 
the Colestial Ruler. 





Sununary of Hews. 


‘Tho French mail of the 13th Feb. arrived 
yesterday.

‘The German Parliament have passed the 
new Press Laws, 

‘The 25th anniversary of the Accessiori of 
Emanuel has been celebrated enthusiasti- 
cally. 

A Motion has been introduced by the 
Left for the dissolution of the (French) 
‘Assembly, 

The Lincolnshire Handicap was won by 
Tomahawk. 

‘The result of the Grand National was 
Reugny, Chimney Sweep, Merlin. 

The Assembly have postponed the Mu- 
nicipal Elections, pending fresh legislation, 

Congress has increased the Legal Tender 
circulation to 400 Millions of Dollars. 

A Declaration of 32 Austrian Bishops 
denounces the Ecclesiastical Laws as 
tyrannical. 








Cambridge won the University Race by 
two lengths. 

A Deputation of Irish Members asked 
Disraeli to release the Fenian prisoners, 
but was refused. 

‘There is a strike of 12,000 Colliers in 
Staffordshire. 

‘The result of the general attack of 
Serano on the Carlist position at Bilboa 
was undecisive, after two days fighting. 

Serrano has carried and retains the first 
Carlist line, but the attack on the second 
Tine was unsuccessful. 

‘The Assembly has voted for the complete 
fortification of Paris, but rejected the 
Legitimist motion to decide on the Ist 
June on a definitive form of Government, 
‘The Left opposed. 

Two Republicans have been elected for 
Gironde and Hautemarkl, ‘The Assembly 
is adjourned till 5th May. Rochefort

‘Wolacley has received a Baronetey and 
pension. Both Houses vote thanks to- 
night. 

Bismarck threatens to resign unless the 
Reichtstag will vote the Army 401,000. 

‘The Antenor is at Colombo, with her 
shaft broken, 

French mail steamer Nil lost. near rock 
inland (? Rock Island); only 4 lives saved, 
so far as at present known, 


The chief incident of the week has been 
the wreck, off the Japaneso Coast, of the 
French mail steamer Nil, bound from 
Hongkong to Yokohama. We have, as 
yet, only brief telegraphic news of the 
accident, which seems to have been of the 
most disastrous nature. The M. M. agent’s 
telegram is as follows :—‘ Nil completely 
lost; sunk in thirty metres at Cape 
Troo ; only three seamen and one pas- 
senger saved ; impossible to save any- 
thing but things washed up on the Coast.” 
‘The agent has received further informa- 
tion from Yokohama, that the name of the 
passenger saved from the Nil is Mouraon 
(8rd class). Three bodies have been re- 
covered. ‘The Japanese have sent an officer 
to the spot; an inquest was to be held on 
‘Monday. —A Hongkong telegramstates that 
the steamer was lost on the 21st ult.,atCape 
Irinamoura, Province of Idzu, but giving no 
further particulars except that the French 
‘man-of-war Bourayne wasleaving Yokohama 
tolook after the wreck. Our own telegram 
seems to’point more precisely to Rock Is- 
land—a rock about 5 miles South of Cape 
Idzu—as the spot of the wreck. Idzu, it 
will be seen from the map, is close to 
Yokohama. 

‘The absence of any news concerning the 
steamer Manchu, although nearly three 
weeks have now elapsed since she left 
Nagasaki, leads to her safety being des- 
paired of. The U.S. Naval authorities des- 
patched the Lackatcanna, on the 26th ult., 
to cruise in quest of her; but a telegram 
was received yesterday from Nagasaki, 
saying that she had returned without find- 
ing any traces of the missing vessel, after 
athorough search, Apprehensions of the 
worst are rather confirmed, too, by the 
arrival of recent steamers from Amoy 
without hearing of or meeting in with a 
trace of her. s 

Tho election of Municipal Councillors 
for the ensuing year is fixed for the 14th 
and 15th April, and nomi-ations are to be 
sent in to the Council Room not later than 
the 6th, We are glad to hear that there 
is a prospect of more life in the proceedings 
than has lately been the case, It is 























rumoured that sufficient gentlemen have 
allowed themselves to be put in nomination, 
+o ensure a contested election, 

‘The minutes of the last mecting of Treaty 
Consuls, though shewing that several mat- 
ters of public importance have engaged the 
attention of that Body, do not form arecord 
of faits accomplis. A representation to the 
Governor of Kiangsoo, regarding the Woo- 
sung Bar, which the Consular Body offer 
to supplement by details at a personal 
interview, is promptly and diplomatically 
acknowledged by His Exeellency,—whoso 
reply, however, whileit admits anything and 
everything, grauts nothing, but makes his 
action contingent on that of the authorities 
at the capital—and, in fact, “Pekings” 
(synonymous with “‘pigeonholes”) the ap- 
plication generally. ‘The Chamber of Com- 
meree are rash enough to hope that the 
Ministers may possibly be urging the 
matter on the attention of the Govern- 
ment! Rumour echoes the hope; but, 
nothing is known outside the capital.— 
A Committes on the proposed Lifeboat 
Institution has been appointed ; and 
Messrs, Medhurst and Seward report the 
action taken by them to procure the re- 
cognition of the American Trade and 
Japanese Dollars—with what result, the 
minutes do not, however, inform us.— 
An attempt is to be made to do away with 
the system of New-year presents, which, 
from simple and graceful courtesy, appears 
to have developed in China into meaning- 
and troublesome ceremonial. 

‘The annual meeting of members of the 
Cricket Club was held on Monday, Mr. 
Groom in tho chair, The Chairman 
explained at some length the position 
of the Olub, and the causes which 
led to there being a debit balance, 
‘The repairs and extension of the pavilion, 
and the failure of the voluntary subscrip- 
tion suggested at last meeting, in pro- 
ducing the amount anticipated from it, 
were the chief causes of this, The new 
Committee elected were, Messrs, Groom 
(President), Hearn, Anderson, Tate, St. 
Croix and Caldbeck. A resolution was 
passed to raise the entrance fee from Tis, 
5 to Tis. 10—the original rate, Some 
desultory discussion arose about various 
matters, 

‘The annual meoting of the U. SN. 
Co. was held on Tuesday. ‘The Report 
and Accounts, published elsewhere, show a 
debit balance on working account of ‘ls, 
53,567.58, which also forms the deficit in 
assets against a capital linbility of ‘1 
369,911.81. ‘The Chairman, Mr. Francis, 
gave a full explanation of the circum- 
stances under which this result was 
arrived at, and moved that tho Report 
and Accounts be passed. Mr. A, Dent 
proposed an amendment that the meeting 
be adjourned a fortnight, to enable share- 
holders to consult the detailed accounts 
laid on the table ; but on a show of hands 
this was lost by 5, or 920 shares to 702, 
and the original proposition carried by the 
same. numbers. Mr, ‘Talbot Olyphant’s 
election to the Board of Directors in room 
of Mr, A. A. Hayes, jr., was confirmed, 
and Mr, Francis was re-elected. ‘The 
auditors, Messrs. P, Maclean and R. F. 
Eastlack, were also re-elected.—At an ex- 
traordinary general meeting, held imme- 
diately afterwards, it was resolved that the 
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Company be dissolved from that date, and 
its affairs wound up by the Board ; aud 
‘a further resolution adjourned the meet- 
ing till Ist June, when the shareholders 
will be asked to confirm this action. 

At a meeting of the Mih-ho-loong Rifle 
Company on Tuesday, thirty members pre- 
sent, new rules were passed, and it was 
resolved to appoint a sub-lieutenant, to be 
elected by ballot, as well as to: make some 
minor changes in the staft of the Company. 
‘The motto of ‘shoulder to shoulder” was 
adopted, and it appeared to be resolved 
that the energy with which the organiza- 
tion was kept up, should prove the fitness 
of the selection. Mr Groom was awarded 
a special vote of thanks for the active in- 
terest he had taken in revivifying the 
Company. 

Dr. Macgowan addressed a crowded 
meeting at the Temperance Hall-on Mon- 
day evening, when he gave a lucid and at 
times facetious exposition of the Darwinian 

‘ theory of the origin of the human race ; 
entering at some length into the arguments 
of naturalists and philosophers of note, 
Doth for and against the transmutation 
principles, At the close of the lecture, it 
was announced that Mr, Stent would 
shortly deliver a lecture there, on Chinese 
‘Theatricals. 

‘The German Amateurs gave a perform- 
fanco at the Club Concordia on Saturday. 
It wassome time since invitations had been 
issued to one of these pleasant musical 
‘and dramatic soirées, an interruption which 
was rendered necossaty we believe by re- 
pairs to the theatre. The performance 
went off with the greatest success. 

The A. D. ©, aunounce their third 
performance for the Season, to take place 
on Wednesday, the 8th April. The 
B-act drama of “The Bells” is to 
form the attraction; and as it is being 
closely rehearsed, and will bring forward 
prominently again some of our best actors 
who were enjoying tho otium cum dig. 
while burlesque held the boards, we may 
Jook for something good. 

‘The Amateurs of H. M.S. Cadmus give 
a performance at the Lyceum, on Monday, 
for the benelit of the Hospital. 

‘We yivo elsewhere the complete scores 
in the annual Bowling Match, Senior v. 
Junior Club, The game was begun Mon- 
day afternoon, on the Senior Alley, when 
each party scored two games. It was oon- 
tinued on Tuesday, when the Juniors won 
tho first three games on their own alleys— 
and, therefore, the match. 

In the matter of good roads, the recent wet 
woatherhas found theSettlement wretchedly 
deficient. The newly laid portion of the 
Bund has beou about the only place whero 
the pedestrian could tind comfortable rest 
for the sole of his foot from the deluge of 
dirt; for not a few of the roads in the foreign 
and many in the Chinese quarters wore 
quagmires, appalling to foot-passengers and 
sometimes even to the drivers in carriages. 
An effort is being made here and there to 
remedy this by a hasty application of 
metal, but though we are glad to see so 
much being done, we think the Municipal 
authorities would have conferred a greater 
immediate benefit by sending out a number 
of coolies with mud-scrapers, if such things 
exist in the Municipal economy, and mak- 














ing crossings in crowded streets. This would 
have been a positive boon, and may be so 
again, to mud-bound residents inside the 
Honan Road, and we dare to say the 
denizens of the aristocratic Peking Road 
would have been grateful for the same 
small mercy. The Maloo has been in a 
shocking state; the Shantung road be- 
comes, on the slightest provocation, a 
disgrace to a civilised “community; the 
Foochow Road is one of the best, and it was 
bad enough; but the portion of the 
Hoopeh Road between the Maloo and con- 
tinuation of Haukow Road has been simply 
impassable, and not a few others on 
which there is a large Chinese traffic 
might almost be placed in the same 
category. ‘The wheelbarrow men, we 
are told, have been making something 
extra by taking people over the sloughs, 
so that “it is an ill wind which blows 
nowhere.” 

The continuance of the rain, and the 
flooded state of the country in conse- 
quence, caused a postponement of the Ge- 
neral Parade called for Saturday. We un- 
derstand, however, that arrangements are in 
progress which promise that Shanghai will 
have an Easter Monday sham fight, be- 
tweea the Blue Jackets and Volunteers. 
We hope the weather will not again inter 
fere with the proposed plans, 

A correspondent complains of the num- 
ber of loose ponies that habitually crowd 
the West end of Hankow road and the 
neighboring portions of the Hupeh road. 
All the Livery Stables seem to turn their 
hacks loose, to search for a fow blades of 
grass, with tho result that the neighboring 
tracts of the old Race Course are now 
pounded into a quagmire, and the road 
is little better. Every vestige of grass 
having disappeared, the ponies have no 
motive to leave the road and often crowd 
it most disgreeably. China ponies are not 
0 proverbially amiablo that one cares to 
push through a herd of them. 

We print elsewhere a description of the 
recent accident to the P. M. S. China, 
from the pen of a gentleman who was on 
board at the time, which will be read with 
interest, 

We observe amongst the list of passen- 
gers per New York, the name of the Revd. 
‘Mr. Miller, the newly appointed Minister 
to the. Church of Our Saviour, Hongkew. 

We believe the P. & 0. Co. are about 
to sent out a steam collier of about 1,600 
tons to supply their depots in the Far 
East, from Yokohama to Singapore, with 
Japan coal, which experience has proved 
may be employed ‘with advantage in the 
running of their steamers. 

‘An important commercial caso was de- 
cided at the Mixed Court on Friday last, be- 
fore the Chinese Magistrate, Chen, and W. 
G. Stronach, Esq., British Assessor. ‘The 
plaintiffs, Messrs. Butterfield & Swire, had 
sold about 16,000 pieces of 8} lbs. Grey 
Shirtings to Féng-kee, the defendant, but 
in consequence of the broker leaving 
Shanghai, the transaction was not formally 
concluded by the signing of a contract. 
Defendant, however, went to plaintiffs, 
and said he did not want so many as 16,000 
pieces, but agreed to take 11,400 at Ts. 
1.9.2 per piece. For this number hetook out 
transit passes ; and these documents, con- 


taining a description.of the marks on the 
bales, and being in Féng-kee’s hands, plain- 
tiffs were effectually prevented from selling 
the goods to anyone else. The market had 
since fallen 6 candareens.. Defendaut ad- 
mitted that he had the Transit Passes in 
his possession now, but stated that he was 
only an employé, that the transaction jas 
not on account of the Féng-kee hong, but 
for himself personally, and that he had no 
money to meet the loss. . He offered a com- 
promise of 2cands, per piece. It was stated 
for the plaintiffs that defendant had been 
known as Féngkee for the last eighteon 
months, and that no one else is known in 
Shanghai by tho same name. They re- 
fused to accept the compromise offered, 
The Court decreed that the defendant was 
liable for the amount claimed, and. gaye 
him till the 30¢h (Monday) to settle the 
case or takedelivery, failing which he would 
be imprisoned till he did so, 

A case of rather a sensational character 
came before the Mixed Court, on, Friday, 
the charge being that of.suspected “body” 
traffic, It appeared that the two defendant. 
Chinamen went to the P. M. S. Co’s 
office a day or two before the sailing of the 
Costa Rica, and. purchased tickets .for 
the passage of twenty-three women and 
girls for San Francisco, at a cost of $1,035, 
‘This fact becoming known to the Chinese 
authorities, and the circumstances under 
which they were about to sail seeming 

spicious, application was made at tho 
U. 8. Consulate-General—| 
pearance of so many females to be asked, 
for official cortification, whether they were 
voluntary emigrants had already attracted 
attention)—to prohibit their taking their 
passage until the matter had been on- 
quired into. ‘The application was granted, * 
and the two Chinamen were sub- 
sequently apprehended. One of the two, 
who represented himself as a godown 
keeper in the employ of the P. & O. 
Company, stated to the Court that he 
becamo acquainted with the other man at 
Niugpo ; that on meeting him a fow days 
ago in Shanghai, the other asked where ho 
could obtain passage tickets to San Fran- 
cisco, anid that he merely accompanied him 
to the office to shew him the way, knowing 
nothing further of the matter. ‘The other 
defendant said he was the proprietor of a 
salt-fish shop at San Francisco, from which 
place he arrived about three months ago 
after having been resident some eight or ten 
years. Wishing to return, ho had taken 
tickets for his wife, his daughter-in-law, a 
woman who understood tho curing of salt 
fish, a servant, and two women to get tho 
fish from the market, thus making up a 
personal retinue of seven females; while 
the other fifteen women merely asked hiai to 
obtain their passage tickets, he knowing no- 
thing more about them, ‘These statements 
not being deemed sufficiently satisfactory, 
the case was adjourned till the afternoon 
for the presence’ of the women, ‘The'ex- 
planation of the greater number of them 
was that it had been their intention to 
go to San Francisco to husbands and 
brothers, and that they had asked ono of 
the accused to obtdin tickets for them 
—thus bearing out to a certain extent 
the previous statement, ‘The matter is still 
under investigation. 
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‘At the Mixed Court the same day a man 
received 200 blows and 8 months’ cangue for 
having come before it under the following 
suspicious circumstances. Ho had been 
employed as a coolie for a considerable 
period in a foreign hong, but in con- 
requenco of the mysterious disappear- 
anco of numerous small articles during 
his incumbency, where formerly all 
was secure, he was discharged about a 
month ago. A couple of nights since he 
was found concealed in the neighboring 
compound, where the Chamber of Com- 
merce rooms are situated, and from which 
he could, by scaling the wall, find access at 
a favourable opportunity to his old quar- 
ters. fe was handed over to the Police ; 
and when brought up looked all innocence, 
smiling, “with a smile that was childlike 
and bland,” at the imputation of burglar- 
ious intent. Ho found it impossible, how- 
ever, to explain away the possession of a 
rude key, curiously manufactured out of a 
strip of brass, and exactly fitting the 
Chubb’s lock of hislatemaster's safe, though 
too weak to have opened it. He said it 
belonged to an uncle, who had gone away, 
but the avuncular excuse was not accep- 
ted; and, animadverting on the cunning 
with which tho prisoner had evidently 
planned a felony, the Magistrate ordered 
him tho above severe punishment. 

‘An illustration of the Chinese etiquette 
of the medical profession, which may be of 
interest to the foreign faculty and instruc- 
tive to the foreign public, was given at the 
‘Mixed Court tho other day, A member of 
the learned profession of physio charged a 
Chinaman with assault, ‘The facts brought 
out were that the medico had been attond- 
ing achild of tho defendant, which was 
il with small-pox. Ho ordered spare 
diet, but as the child did not improve, the 
anxious father called in another doctor, 
who promptly roversed his predecessors’ 
prescription, and instituted a liberal regi- 
mon. Finding that another had been 
called in without his assent being asked, 
octor the first, who had been giv- 
ing his attendanco gratis, discontinued 
his visits ; but notwithstanding the change 
the child died. ‘This unhappy fact the 
bereaved parent commutiicated to the good- 
natured but punctilious medico the first 
time he met him, upbraiding him at the 
\@ time for having discontinued his 
visits, and winding up by excitedly drag- 
ging the doctor from his chair and hustling 
him about. The Magistrate commiserated 
the father on the death of his child, but 
suggested that it was an event probably 
beyond the control of the faculty ; and then 
addressing himself tothe doctor, he lectured 
him for his apparent inhumanity in not 
continuing to watch the ease, even though 
it had been entrusted to another, And 
this was all the satisfaction that insulted 
physic obtained from law. 

Some nights since a Ningpo Chinaman 
who had been in foreign employ, sought 
shelter from the inclement weather in a 
sedan-chair which lay unused in the com- 
pound of foreign hong .in the Hankow 
road. It was so dark and wot that no one 
detected the presence of the cowering 
stranger ; and if they had, it is probable 
that no fellow heathen would have ousted 
him from his harbourage on a night when 
a Christian would not turn from his door 









































the dog of his enemy. But the “casual” 
‘had other object in view than the question- 
able comfort of anight’s shelter in a sedan; 
and about four o'clock in the morning he 
proceeded to explore the dining room, 
where he busied himself in selecting what 
he conceived to be the most valuable arti- 
cles in the sideboard. Among these wero 
silver spoons, forks, cruets, decanters, 
trays, &e., all which he bundled into a 
large market basket. He appeared to have 
contemplated the addition of a very hand- 
some though rather heavy mantelpieco 
clock, but after moving it from its place, 
he concluded to leave it, in favour of 
more portable articles. Laden with his 
basket, ho was stealthily making his way 
round the houso to a point where the 
trees by the wall afforded an exit from the 
compound, when the watchman, attracted 
by some sound, called out “who’s there.” 
The thief incautiously admitted his pre- 
sence by responding that he had been stay- 
ing with a friend among the servants, and 
hurried on. ‘The watchman was surprised 
to hear a human responso .at all at that 
hour—he had only suspected a dog or cat, 
though he mechanically challenged—and 
the circumstances were so peculiar that he 
hastened after the departing guest. En- 
cumbered by his booty, and impeded by 
the slush and snow, the thief could not 
evade his pursuer, and after first dropping 
his basket he was obliged to yield himself 
a prisoner to the vigilant watchman. He 
was yesterday sentenced to 100 blows and 
a month’s-cangue. The moral for for- 
eigners is—to sce that Chinese angels aro 
not entertained unawares on their pro- 
mises; and for the angels—not to weight 
their wings down with too much silver 
when they wish to return to their celestial 
haunts. ‘ 

A PexiNe correspondent writes :—I see 
you aro astounded at the Notification setting 
forth the non-right of Britishers to trade or 
reside at Peking; and people, so far as 
I know, aro as much puzzled here, to 
know why it was issued, But the ways 
of Olympus are inscrutable.—Li Hung- 
chang can hardly be back at Tientsin for 
two months. The Emperor's journey to 
the Imperial Tombs is a momentous affair, 
especially as roads have to be made.— 
Wo are having very agreeable weather, 
but not a flake of snow, despite all 
the prayers of His Majesty.—There is a 
rumour that Mr. Wade will go South in 
the Spring, to go up the Yangtze ;-and 
people hint at Ichang, but all is mystery. 
T wonder sometimes for what reason diplo- 
matists think they are here. Common sense 
suggests, to look after the interests of their 
nationals ; but from the careful way in 
which ‘these are excluded from all in- 
formation, it can hardly be so.—There 
have been some changes in the College 
Staff. Mr. McKean, formerly in H. M.’s 
Consular Service, who for the last year 
has been Professor of English at the Pe- 
king College (in succession to Mr. M. 
O’Brien) has like his predecessor been 
admitted into the Customs Service, and is 
succeeded at the College by an American 
gentleman, Mr. J. P. Cowles.—I believe 
the rumour of Woo-ko-too’s death was 
untrue ; but its existence showed consider- 
able popular interest in his caso,—We 


























are having a good deal of windy weather,

A Nivero correspondent writes 
Sinee tho ico has been broken about the-

Seamon’s Hospital. —Tho Spring Races aro 
fixed for the 7th and 8th April.—Th 
Herald announces tho completion of its 
first half-year of existence. We aro glad 
toadd our word of congratulation on its 
succes 

J. P. Heriot, lately master of the steamer 
TWanloong, was tried at the Supreme Court, 
Hoxexoxe, on the 26th and 27th March, 
before Chief Justice Smale and a Jury, on 
a charge of manslaughter arising out of the 
loss of life by the upsetting of that steamer. 
After about an hour and a half's deliber- 
ation, the Jury returned a verdict of guilty, 
with a strong recommendation to meroy. 
His Lordship reserved judgment till next 
day. ‘Tho Crown concurred in the recom- 
mendation to merey.—A summary of Hong- 
kong news will be found on another page. 

‘The Peking Gazette of the 15th March 
contains the first notice of the resumption 
of relations with Burmah, since the sub- 
jection of Yoxan, In tho first place, o 
Burmeso official comes to offer to tho 
Governor of Yunnan some treasure which 
the Mahomedan Chief had deposited across 
the frontier ; and in the second, an envoy 
from the King of Burmah congratulates 
the Emperor on the success of his arms, 
and bogs instructions regarding the send- 
ing of tribute! Tho first mission would 
seem more remarkably honest, if wo wore 
not told that the Imperialists threatened to 
go and fetch the money if it were not sur- 
rendered. Touching the second, we re-

SUMATRA, 
Tue attack made on the late Ministry 

‘Mr. Disraeli, for its conduct in the 
matter of the Dutch treaties regarding 
the Straits of Malacca, is 2 curious 
instance of how little is known even by 
the chiefs of parties, of important ques- 
tions in the East. ‘To Mr. Gladstone 
and Mr. Disraeli the question seemed 
simply to. be whether the possession of 
certain points on the coast of Sumatra 
would not enable the Dutch in some 
manner to control the navigation of the 
Straits. In reality, the question at issue 
is a much wider one; namely, whether 
the apathy or ignorance of the Ministry 
has not succeeded in destroying 2 vali- 
able and growing trade, and will not 
eventually have the result of literally 
starving out our Settlements in the 
Malayan peninsula, What Mr. Glad- 
stone’s government has done, is not 
so much that it has given the Dutch 
opportunities of erecting offensive works 
within an inconvenient distance of our 
own Settlements, but that we have 
handed over good allies and fair cus- 
tomers, to abject servitude to the most 
selfish and exclusive of modern Govern- 
ments; ‘that we have not only acted 
unfairly to the Achinese and their 
neighbours as old friends and allies, but 
that in acting thus unfairly we have 
seriously and directly damaged our own 
commercial interests in the East. ‘This 
is not, as some similar arrangements 
have been, a matter of policy whose 
bearings might be discussed on both 
sides, but a matter of hard fact whose 
results have been immediate. Till 
within the last couple of years, there 
existed a treaty under which we res 
tored Java and other Hast Indian pos- 
sessions to the Dutch, coupled with the 
condition that they were nob to inter- 
fero with Sumatra,—no very hard 
condition at best. Since the time 
of the signature of that treaty the 
Dutch have had the opportunity. of 
displaying to the world the system 
of government most consonant with 
their ideas. The result is to be seen 
in the island of Java, where the most 
exclusive and inquisitorial of govern. 
ments has beenestablished. With Java 
and the other Dutch settlements, we 
may say our commerce is nil; protection 
of the narrowest and most senseless 
shape effectually closing to the world 
some of the finest portions of the Bast. 
Far from encouraging the highest deve- 
lopement of the resources of the soil, 
the Dutch Government, consistent in 
its selfishness, stops at the point where 
it derives the greatest benefit, and the 
well-being of its native subjects is 
avowedly made subservient to the wants 
of the State in, Europe. While the 
treaty was in force, we kept on good 
terms with the native States’ of the 
island of Sumatra. They were not 
highly civilised, but they fairly respect- 
ed engagements, and the people living 
with them enjoyed a quiet prosperity 





rare in the Far East. Wars were not 
very common amongst them, and their 
trading vessels cruised with little 
molestation about the Straits of Malacca. 
Moreover, they traded to some con- 
siderable extent with our Settlements 
at the other side of the Straits; they 
provided us with pepper and othersuch 
commodities, and took in exchange a 
certain amount of our goods ;—sufficient 
in fact to form a considerable item in 
the prosperity of our Straits Settlements. 
On both sides, the advantages of a free 
trade were perceived and acted on ; and 
to add to these, and what ought to 
have been a jewelin the eyes of the 
most professedly economical Govern- 
ment which ever existed, the whole 
arrangement did not cost Great Britain 
a single farthing. A Government bent, 
however, on giving up every advantage, 
could scarcely be expected to hold 
on to one so cheap and withal 
so profitable. The same spirit which 
dictated the yielding up to Russia 
of the restrictions in the Black Sea, 
doubtless actuated the Government in 
this, But probably it was forgotten in 
the Foreign Office that the treaty 
which excluded the Dutch from Sumatra 
had not been wrung from them by 
violence, but included the willing res- 
toration of the Settlements in the Far 
East at that time in our hand, coupled 
with the one stipulation that they 
should not meddle with Sumatra, which 
had never formed part of their Eastern 
empire, and in the affairs of which we 
likewise promised not to interfere. It is 
difficult to fathom the arguments which 
could have been used to induce the 
Foreign Office to recede from this 
position. At all events, in exchange, 
she offered to a Government, which 
had declared its unwillingness to accept 
the responsibility of any future colonial 
extension, the settlement of Elmina, 
near Cape Coast Castle on the west 
coast of Africa, a place useless in itself, 
and where the elements of strife were 
brewing; andthe Government, apparent- 
ly as some sort of a cloak for what 
otherwise it thought would be an inex- 
plicable transaction, accepted the offer, 
with the consequences of the miserable 
Ashantee war. Meanwhile, if we turn 
to the East we may see some of the 
first results of the broken compact. 
No sooner were the Dutch relieved 
from the’ inconvenient weight of the 
treaty with Great Britain, than ‘they 
looked about for a pretext for a quarrel. 
It was the old story of the wolf and the 
Jamb, and of course a pretext of want 
of courtesy on the part of the Sultan of 
Acheen was readily found. The first 
attempt failed, and the Government 
sent out a second’ expedition. Of 
its success there are many reason- 
able doubts. At all events the other 
native princes seem to be making com- 
mon cause with the Sultan of Acheen, 
and the war is assuming more and 
more the aspect of what probably it 
was in the beginning, a war of in- 
vasion. The Dutch are in point of fact 
endeavouring to annex the fertile

island of Sumatra to their other Eastern 
possessions ; and on annexation will 
follow, as a matter of course, the exten- 
sion to that island of the selfish 
and ruinous principles of government 
now prevalent in Java, ‘This is what tho 
Gladstone Government effected by a 
stroke of the pen. It has seriously inter- 
fered with the trade of the Straits Settle- 
ments, and in so doing injured one of 
our stepping stones to the Far East; it 
has given up a fine island to the 
grasp of Holland, without leaving itself 
a loophole even to protest against the 
present state of affairs ; it has imposed 
a new and more than useless colony on 
the west coast of Africa, on the British 
taxpayer, with its accompaniment of 
the miserable Ashanteo war; and it 
has originated in Sumatra the prospect 
of future complications, the end of 
which it is difficult to foresee. These 
are not light charges of mismanage- 
ment; but the worst of them seems to 
be that they have arisen from a dense 
ignorance of what any schoolboy is 
supposed to learn; and it is certainly 
by no means consoling that the head of 
the present Government, in attacking 
the policy of his predecessor, should 
have failed to see the real drift of the 
error into which Mr, Gladstone had 
allowed himself to fall. 





HONGKONG AND SHANGHAI, 


Tus most superficial observer cannot 
fail to note the vast contrast between 
the two.settlements at Hongkong and 
Shanghai. True, one is situated within 
the tropics and the other for nine 
months of the year enjoys a temperate 
climate ; one is on the side of a steep 
and lofty hill, and the other on the 
verge of a plain so extensive that not 
an undulation raises the landscape. But 
even these contrasts, great as they are, 
do not adequately mark the difference 
between the places. To understand 
this we must look at the relative go- 
vernments of the two localities. Shang- 
hai is, in all matters affecting the 
external aspect of the place, and to a 
considerable extent as regards its in. 
ternal arrangements, entirely self-go- 
yerned ; while Hongkong, on the other 
hand, is narrowly and jealously ad- 
ministered by nominees of the Colonial 
Office. Both systems seem to have 
their advantages, but scarcely in the 
directions that an outsider would sup- 
pose natural. The external aspect of 
Hongkong, its roads and other public 
works,are far ahead of Shanghai; while, 
curiously its police, and those matters 
where natives and foreigners are brought 
together, seem to be better arranged in 
the more popular settlement. In the 
former particular, Shanghai is fast los- 
ing the name once applied to it, of the 
“Model Settlement,’”—an unfortunate 
soubriquet, for under it abuses which 
should long ago have been rectified 
have been allowed to continue and in- 
crease ; while Hongkong is yearly im- 
proving in the care take of its roads, the 
laying ont of waste spots, and in general 
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itary arrangements. While Shang- 
liai is ‘still depondent on questionable 
creeks and water coolies for its supply of 
water, Hongkong bas for years had the 
benefit, if not of a superabundant sup- 
ply, at least of one which with care 
can be made available for all ordinary 
purposes. Again, the adequate powers 
given to the local Legislative Council, 
though under the dictates of the Go. 
Yeraor, prevent any such ridiculous 
egntretemps “as occurred at Shang- 
hai respecting the diseased meat bye- 
law of some eighteen months ago. The 
stranger coming to Shangbai in the 
year 1874 must above all be strack 
with the general scragginess of the 
place. Oné oi two roads are kept in 
decent order, but all the rest are 
lamentably noglected. If he turn off 
the main streets, he not only comes on 
deposits of mud, but he finds pathways 
anid sometimes roads choked with the 
mhost miscellaneous debris. Carpenters 
ply their trade in the open path; 
‘wheelbarrows or chairs Jean up against 
the side walls ; tables are set out in the 
middle’ of the roadway ; ayers’ cloths 
Hang down from stages almost to the 
level of the street. It seems to be no 
one’s business ‘to exercise the slightest 
supervision over these matters. If he 
go down at about half-past nine in the 
morning, he will find the principle 
thoroughfare in the Settlement choked 
with a market exceeding in nastiness 
that of a country town in Ireland, the 
smell of which hangs redolent about 
the place for the rest of the day: And 
if he ask the reason, he will be told that 
there is no public market hall, and 
therefore no available site to which the 
market gardeners can be banished. At 
@ later hour, he will find the Honan and 
Fubkien roads similarly occupied. If 
he go deeper in his search, he will dis- 
cover that there are no regular slaugh- 
tér honses, but that all the cittle 
intended for the food of the Settlement 
are congregated in a mass of shan- 
ties, without provision for drainage or 
the slighest sanitary precaution. He 
will learn likewise that those very 
sheds have been the fruitful source 
of cattle-pest; and that, from them 
a3 a centre, it has been communi- 
cated to healthy herds, and even ex- 
ported from the country. He will be 
struck with the narrowness and irrega- 
Jarity of the streets; and when he comes 
to make enquiries will Jearn with much 
surprise that, for such useful works as 
widening old streets and making new 
ones, the Ratepayers at their last an- 
nual' meeting voted a sum of five thou- 
sand Taels out of an income of over two 
hundred thousand! He will perhaps 
be also more surprised to learn that 
this ‘modest sum has not been expended 
by the Council, and that several of the 
public works ordered to be done have 
apparently not yet been thonght about. 
The Municipal Council have, in fact, got 
into one of the grooves of bureaucracy; 
its revenues go to keep it going; and 
when its staff has been supported, little 
or nothing remains for what should be 








the chief end of the Conncil—the real 
and permanent improvement of the Set- 
tlements_ under its charge. Time was 
when, with fewer opportunities, some 
energy was displayed by successive 
Councils; now, the only energy ex- 
hibited seems to be in throwing obsta- 
cles in the way of every projected im- 
provement. The natural consequence 
is that property in the Settlements, so 
far from improving, seems to be retro- 
grading in value; no common accord 
can be instituted between the holders 
of property and the Council, and matters 
have to all appearance come ‘to a dead 
standstill. Let us hope that they 
have now reached a sufficiently bad 
pass, and that they will mend during 
the ensuing year. 


A READING ROOM FOR CHINESE. 
‘Tae discussion which took placo on 
Tuesday evening last, at the rooms of 
the Royal Asiatic Society, was far more 
animated and interesting than discus- 
sions in Shanghai usually are. The 
subject was one of some importance, 
and it was handled with considerable 
fairness and ability. Mr. Medhurst 
sketched his idea of a Reading-room 
for the Chinese in a very clear and 
popular manner, and then undertook to 
answer certain objections that he felt 
might be urged against the scheme. 
One of these was the strictly secular 
charactér he proposed that it should 
assume. Without for a single moment 
undervaluing Missionary efforts, or de- 
preciating the good done by the dif- 
fusion of the Scriptures, H. B. M.’s 
Consul desired to confine the opera- 
tions of the present undertaking to 
another field. He desired to make 
the Reading-room the basis of a 
different attack, and to approach the 
citadel of ignorance by a new mode of 
assault. Every year adds to the 
number of valuable European books 
that are being translated into Chinese. 
We find a diligent band of men con- 
stantly occupied in clothing English, 
French and German thoughts in a 
Chinese dress. The books translated 
are for the most part practical treatises 
on Engineering, Chemistry, Mathema- 
ties, Geographyand the like; but possibly, 
as time goes on, we shall have works 
purely literary rendered into the diffi- 
cult language of the Middle Kingdom. 
It is possible that, by this method, the 
national taste may be changed ‘and 
new standards set up as models. All 
this, however, is in the remote future. 
‘The immediate work of the Reading- 
room will be of a less ostentatious 
character. It will have to attract 
by its working-models and scientific 
instruments, by its maps and _ its 
globes, as well as by the volumes on 
its shelves or the newspapers on its 
tables. ‘The best informed foreigners 
assure us that there is a lively interest 
at present enkindled in the Chinese 
mind on European subjects, and this 
interest it is the object of the promo- 
ters of the Reading-room to foster and 


encourage. But it seems to be ane. 
cessity that all educational movements 
shall be itapeded at the outset by ono 
obstacle, viz, a division of opinion 
about the introduction of religion, 
Mr. Medhurst boldly took the bull 
by the horns on Tuésday evening, 
and said that in his judgment the. 
Reading-room should be a secular in- 
stitution. On the other hand it is 
alleged that you cannot possibly keep 
references to Christianity out. “West- 
ern thought,” said Mr. Kingsmill, was 
“so mixed up with religion, that it would 
be impossible to give the Chinese much 
idea of it as regards secular education, 
without showing what had been the 
effect of the Christian religion upon 
the working of the Western mind.” 
This view was entertained by several 
speakers, and in the end a compromise 
was effected. Need we say, that com. 
promise was the unfailing Shanghai re- 
source of referring the matter to a Com. 
mittee! This Committee will do well to 
ascertain Chinese opinions on the subject, 
and to act accordingly. Our own im. 
pression is in favour of making the at- 
tempt a secular one pure and simple; 
and we apprehend little difficulty from 
the Religious Question reappearing, now 
that it has been boldly and frankly 
faced at the outset. Had it been blinked, 
and an attempt made subsequently to 
introduce tracts and religious works 
sub rosd, mischief would probably have 
arisen ; but as it is, we are hopeful of 
results. 

‘When listening to the discussion on 
Tuesday, we confess we were struck 
with two things: Ist the excellence of 
the room and the comfort and con- 
venience of all its arrangements; its 
acoustic properties are good; it is 
light, warm, and suitable in every 
respect for public meetings. The 
other points that occarred to us were 
the liveliness of the debate and the 
fair manner in which the matter was 
handled. There was no exaggeration 
on either side, and the objections raised 
were met with good sense and good 
temper. It may he too near the 
busy season to revive the Debating 
Society this year, but surely there are 
many questions like the one’ discussed 
on Tnesday, that would be the better 
for being ventilated. We have a 
room and speakers; might we not 
attempt to start the old association 
anew, next winter P

PEKING. 


The Gazettes Intely have been full of 
references to the approaching visit to the 
Imperial Tombs ; and though the details 
are rather dry, the pilgrimage is evidently 
considered 0 important that your readers 
may care to have a sketch of the pro- 
ceedings. 

“In the Gazette of the 14th instant there 
is an announcement that, His Majesty 
having commanded Yungluh to attend to 
business connected with the visit, Chung- 
how had been appointed to act in his 








stead as the ‘‘ Left” Lieutenant-General of 
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the Forees at the Capital. ‘There are at 
the capital, besides the General-in-Chief, 
two Lieutenant-Generals who are dis- 
tinguished by the epithets ‘the Left” 





and “the Right ;” the first being the 
highest in rank. Chinglin is at present 
the Right Lieutenant-General. He was 


formerly Customs’ ‘faoutai at Newehwang 5 
and in 1870 was at ‘ieutsin for a short 
time as Superintendent of the Three North- 
ern Ports, 

Ie is further announced on the 15th that, 
consequent on a memorial from the Board 
of Magistracy, His Majesty had com- 
manded the following high officials to ac- 
company the Court : ‘sae-ling, President 
of the Board of Finances ; Chinglin (meu- 
tioned above), Vice-President of the Col- 
onial Oftce ; ‘Tee-ke and Chow-show-chang, 
She-tuh-heo-aze of the Hanlin College ; 
Chung-shih, President of the Board of 
Punishments (brother of Chunghow) ; Ho- 
showv-tze, Vice-President of the Board of 
Punishuents; ‘sue-king, a King of the 
Tae-poo-sze Yamun (a member of the 
Imperial family) ; Paou-san, a Ketsew of 
the Kwo-tze-keen Yamun '(a member of 
‘the Imperial family) ; King-fuh, a Shaou- 
king of the ‘Taechany-szo yamun ; Gae- 
een, a Shaou-king of the Kwang-luh-sze 
yamun ; Hwang-lin, a King of the Kwang- 
Tub-sze’ yamun; Yen-sin-fang, a Keen- 
ching of the Kin-teen-keen yamun (the 
Astromomical Board in which is prepared 
‘the Imperial Calendar) ; Che-yuen, a Tsau 
of the ‘ung-ching-szo 'yamun (a mem- 
ber of the Lmperial family). Ching-lin 
(mentioned twico avove) will be in com- 
mand of the military escort on the part of 
the General in-Chief of the Forces, 

On perusing this extract—and the list, it 
must be observed, does not include the 
territorial authorities, from the Goveruor- 
General downwards, whose duty it is to 
be present on the occasion—you will easily 
eouclude that the total number of Chinese 
oflicials and their servants in attendance 
‘on the Court will reach some thousands ; 
and that the animals—horses, mules, and 
camels—required for the conveyance of this 
multitude will likewise be very numerous, 
It is to be regretted that foreigners 
resident in Peking should not beallowed to 
view this grand pilgrimaye of the Ein- 

eror of Uhina and his Court, when 
it is leaving the Capital on the 10th April 
next, for it will most undoubtedly be a 
very extraordinary spectacle, 

In a previous letter, 1 mentioned that 
the statesman Winseang had on the 1st 
March memorialized the Throne, begging 
His Majesty to permit him to retire from 
+ office, as the bad state of his health pre- 
vented him performing his duties ; and that 
an Biict had appeared in reply, to the effect 
that His Majesty would, instead, grant him 
two months leave of absence to recruit, 
after which he hoped that he would 
be able to attend to business. In 
the Peking Gazetto of the 14th instant, 
‘Wanseang’s memorial is given at length. 
He goes into a long description of his va- 
riousailments; his inability, in consequence, 
to perform the duties which are incumbent 
on him; and finally ends by praying His 
Majesty to be pleased to permit him to 
retire from the important posts he at pre- 
sent fills, for the reasons stated. Dr. 
Dudgeon, of the London Missionary 
Society, ’whom Wanseang called in 
and consulted; has stated his chief 
illness to be asthma, I imagine the dusty 
atmosphere of a Peking winter must 
be extremely hurtful to him ; and although 
he is a native of Manchuria, described to 
be colder in winter than Peicing, yet he 
suffers much from the severity ‘of the 
cold here. If the Emperor would re- 
moye him to a more genial climate, such 
as for instance Yunnan, of which he could 
be Governor-General, ‘his life might be 
prolonged by many years; and he could 
thus continue to be at the same time 
a useful servant in that distant region 
of Cliina, It is generally thought that, 
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after obtaining an extension of leave for 
another two months, he will be permitted to 
retire, though he will no doubt be con- 
sulted on important questions. 

‘The statesman who will apparently fill his 
position at the Council Board is Shin 
Kwei-fun, one of the Presidents of 
the Board of War, a member of Privy 
Council, assistant guardian of the Emperor, 
and one of the chiefs of the Tsung-li 
Yamén. In the Tsin-shin-lan, published 
quarterly, (a book called by foreigners 
“The Redbook,” from its cover being of 
a red color, but which, in order to vive 
acorrect idea of its character to English- 
men, we might translate freely into “The 





Mandarin List”—as we speak of ‘The 
Foreign Office List,” and ‘The Colonial 
List”)—we find that Shin Kwei-fun

native of Chihli (born near the 
‘apital). He obtained in his youth the 
literary rank of Tsin-sze, and soon after 
that commenced official life as a district 
magistrate, rising finally to the rank of Go- 
vernor in’ the province of Shanse. From 
this post, he was called to Peking to the 
Boards, as a chief, where he has since 
been employed. We never see this high 
official sent away on special missions, such 
as have lately been given to Maou Chang- 
he, Tung-seun, and Chung-how. He re- 
mains always at the capital, at the side of 
the Emperor, to bo ready to advise on 
public affairs as they come up for 
examination, discussion and decision. One 
cannot be for aquarter of an hour in his 
company before becoming thoroughly con- 
inced, by his sensible observations, que 
tions, ‘&e., on public affairs, that 
Majesty hasin him an experienced official 
and an able and enlightened adviser.

‘Tho following memorial from the Go- 
vernor of Yunnan to the Emperor 
will nequaint your readers that interna-

mention that a short time ago, Tréeived 
aletter (dated 29th Nov. last), froma 
foreign officer in Burmah, in which the 
following statement was _ incidentally 
mado ;—" There is. prospect of opening 
anew communication with China by the 
Irrawaddy in the course of a year or s0 ; 
and after that is accomplished it may be 
possible to go through Yunnan to the 
Yangtze.” 

“Tsin-yu-ying, Governor of the province 
of Yunnan, begs to present the following 
memorial to His Majesty :—The country 
of Burmah lies adjacent to the prefuture 
of Yang-chang, to the district of Tiing-yue, 
to the prefecture of Shun-ning, and to the 

of Yunchow, all in the province of 

. From commencement of 
hostilities in these distrects till lately, the 
routes from Burma to Yunnan were 
closed ; in consequence of which it was im- 
practicable to come to China to present 
tribute to the Emperor. Last year, however, 
T led an army against the city of Taleefoo, 
attacked and took it; and I was thus 
able to proceed into’ the prefectures of 
Shun-ning and the district of Tang-yue. 
Te was after that, that an officer from Bur- 
mah, named Zeen-yih-ya-tsa-na-urh-ta, pre- 
sented himself at my encampment, aud 
stated that he had been deputed by the 
Prince of Burmah to come to me, and 
personally ascertain if the military opera- 
tions had ceased. He further added 
that the Shay (the name of some kind 
of society) rebels had sent people formerly 
to Burmah and opened two trading 
establishments, called Yuen-hing and 

















Yuen-fa, in which they had stored goods | pa 


and valuables. It being now rumoured 
that the Imperial soldiers and militia in 
Yungehang and Tingyue had threatened 
to proceed to Burmah and take possession 
of these yoods and valuables, the Burmese 
officer had come to me to request that I 
would appoint some officers to accompany 











him back to Burmah to examine theso 
establishments and their proprietors ; and 
after that take steps to close them, to pre- 
vent the Imperial soldiers and militia striv- 
ing and fighting in Burmah to take posses- 
sion of the property. 

I, the Gorernor, found on examination 
that the property in the possession of the 
Shay rebels was formerly the property of 
the rebels who fought against the Govern 
ment of China, Now according to law, it 
was proper for me to cause an examination 
into this matter ; and to take possession of 
the property for the purpose of confiscatin; 
it, and then employ it to be distribute 
amongst the soldiers and militia who had 
been engaged in the war. I, accordingly, 
appointed Major Teen Chun-fang and Gay: 
tam Youn Kwel-liu, in concert with the 
Burmese officer, to hold an examination of 
the property ; and afterwards take such 
measures as might be deemed neces 
Later, these officers addressed me officially 
on the subject, to the effect that after their 
arrival in Burmah they had the people of 
the Yuen-hing and the Yuen-fa mercantilo 
establishments brought before them ; and 
in a body interrogated them closely'as to 
their two concerns. They finally’ ascer- 
tained of the property in 
the possession of these two establishments 
amounted to over thirty-four . thousand 
taels of silver ; and they requested me to 
give them orders how it should be dis- 
tributed. I therefore sent them a dispatch 
ordering them to hand over the whole of 
the property to Le-fung-heang and Wang- 
ching, the commanders of the soldiers and 
militia in Yungchang and ‘Tingyue, that 
they might distribute it amonget their 
men. In consequence of my having 
adopted this measure, none of the soldiers 
or militia crossed into the Burmese terri- 
tory or created disturbances there 

subsequently Han Chung-pang, the 
local prefect of Mung-ting in Yang-chan, 
prefecture, brought a Burmeso official, 
named Ming-han-ts0-ting-cho-kea-keang-hea= 
ta, to me to the capital of Yunnan, who 
delivered to me a petition in Burmese and 
a translation of it in Chinese, in which it 
was stated that the Prince of Burmab, 
having heard that hostilities in the pro. 
vinee of Yunnan had completely o 
had ordered the Burmese official to repair 
thither in order to request that I would 
give the necessary orders that Burmah 
might again send tritute to His Majesty 
the Emperor ; and that trade might again 
go on as was formerly the custom, 

T found, accordingly, that the Prince of 
Burmah was extremely anxious to enjoy 
the benefits of Chinese civilization, “In 
accordance with his desire, then, it became 
my duty that I should sanction his pro- 
senting tribute ; by which I also manifested 
the beneficence’ of His Majesty the Em- 
peror tu the people of distant regions. In 
regard to the Burmese merchants carrying 
on mercantile transactions with the Chinese 
merchants in China, as the routes had 
become again open for travellers and mer- 
chants, in the manner they were formerly, 
there was nothing to discuss or arrange 
respecting the trafic; and it therefore 
could go on as before. “In respect to send- 
ing tribute, 1 appointed Major Lew Ta- 
king and other officers, in company with 
‘Han Chung-pang, and the Burmese official, 
to proceed to Burmah and instruct the 
Prince that he should send tribute to His 
‘Majesty the Emperor, in accordance with 
the former existing regulations. 

I, the Governor, have respectfully to 
report these measures to your Majesty ; 
and I have humbly to pray that your 
Majesty will deign to cast a glance on this

iis Majesty records by his own hand 
the receipt of the memorial. 

Ina late Peking Gazette we read that 
Lew-yu-chaou, the Governor-Ceneral of 
Yunnian, had’ applied for leave to visit 
Peking to have audience of His Majesty. 
He would leave Yunnan-foo on the oth 
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January last, and was expected to reach 
Peking about the Chinese New-yenr’s 
day. No intimation in the Gazette has 
appeared of his having arrived ; s0 I con- 
clude that he has not yet reached the 
capital.

6th.—That a copy of the Rules 
e given to each member of this Society. 
7th.—That Resolution 4th havea retro- 
spective effect, and that a regular enquiry 
into the circumstances of the Fire of the 
12th instant be at once commenced. It 
was resolved to raise $150 by private sub- 
scription on behalf of the widow and family 
of the head coolie of the Fire Brigade, who

The China Mail’s correspondent writes

CANTON. 


The Daily Press notes the appearance 
of the Annual Report of the Canton 
Medical Missionary Society for 1873. 
‘The operations of the Society have 
been going on satisfactorily, and are on 
the whole encouraging. | ‘The Rev. Mr, 
Faber, speaking of the Fumun Dispensary, 
says: “The Chinese commonly have m 
or less a senso of gratitude, and I m 
do not feel discouraged at all, In seeking 
the welfare of the Chinese for their souls 
ag well as for the bodies, we may be suro 
of gaining gradually some influence upon 
them. And such influence will stimulate 
their nobler faculties to better moral and 
religious exertions, All patients want to 
be treated with patience, and where the 
moral sense of man is out of order, even 
divine patience is necessary. ‘To relieve 
suffering men from their pain, as much as 
is in our power, is after all a great recom- 
ponse in itself.” 

The Hongkorig Times reports that the 
Chinese gunboat Sui-tsing arrived a 
ton a day or two back with twelve pira 
whom she had captured down on the West 
Coast. She had returned merely to repro- 
vision (it is told, but presumes the word 
is not to be taken in its ordinary accepta- 
tion, and that it is intended to be under- 
stood that she came back to Canton to 
obtain a further supply of ammunition), 
and is to return at once to the West Coast, 
where she has left half her crow, in order 
to conduct further operations against the 
murderous sea robbers. It is stated that 
the vigilance of the Chinese gunboats has 
driven the pirates from the sea to the land, 
and that they are now amusing themselv 
plundering farmers and others who are un- 
able to resist their piratical requisitions.” 
‘The Mandarins are, of course, a 
buccaneering gentry, and probably have no 
“ braves” sufiiciently courageous to under- 
take the destruction of the rovers, conse- 
quently, the amall force of Sui-tsing's left 
to control the movements. of such pirates 
as are at large, is particularly acceptable 
to the local authorities. 




































HONGKONG, 


A verdict of felo de se has been returned 
in the case of a Sikh policeman who shot 
himself, ‘The body underwent the process 
of cremation, being placed on top of 
some bundles of firewood, while more 
bundles were heaped on it, saturated with 
oil, tar, d&c., and the whole set fire to.

He eulogizes the con- 
duet of a late Literary Chancellor in Shen- 
si, who, braving all the fatigues of travel, 
has petambulated Kansuh and admitted 
about 10,000 students to competition for 
the first degrees ; but owing to the distance 
and expense, a very small number of 
natives of Kansuh are able to proceed to 
Si-ngan Fu, to take the second or Kiijen 
degree. Schools have been largely pro- 
moted of Inte throughout Kansuh, and the 
Mahomedans themselves are stimulated to 
an eager desire for instruction. It is be- 
sought that a Literary Chancellor be ap- 
pointed for the provinco of Kansuh, to 
reside at the capital, Lan-chow, and hold 
the usual provincial examinations there. 
—Recorded. 

(4) The Censor Téng Ch’éng-siu me- 
morializes denouncing the HE Ex- 


amination Lotteries existing under official 
sanction in the province of Kwang-tung. 
Gambling, he states, has always been a 
most prevalent vicoin Kwang-tung, where, 
however, the methods known as fan fan, 
pek-ko-piao and hwwa-hwei have ‘been in 
gzeat measure put down by the authorities, 

‘he Wei-sing or examination lottery 5 
tem having some years ago (about 1864) 
been extending to Canton, the then 
Governor, Kwo Sung-t’ao, imposed a heavy 
fine on the managers, for the benetit of 
the public funds.” This was made uso of 
as a pretext to obtain official licenses in 
return for payments, and the system 
has been largely extended, with de- 
Jorable consequences among’ the people. 

whe system consists in selecting twenty 
surnames, a. ticket containing which 
is given’ to a buyer. The proportion 
‘of names scored off on this ticket, and 
found to correspond with those of success- 
ful competitors at the examinations, con- 
stitutes the measure of loss or winning by 
the holder. ‘The amount paid for the 
ticket may vary from a few cash to 
thousands of taels. ‘The worst feature of 
the transaction is that all manner of reports 
of underhand practices get about at ex- 
amination times. The Censor requests

(2) The Memorial by Yih Hwan (Prince 
of Chun, commonly called the Seventh 
Prince), upon which the recent Imperial 
censure of work performed at the mauso- 
Teum of Tao-kwang was based, is published 
in extenso.

(8) The Presidents of the Board of Civil 
Office, Pao-yiin, and his colleagues, memo- 
rialize setting forth their judgment in the 
case of the Governor of Kinng-si and the 
Censor Hu Chia- ‘They state, with 
reference to’ the accusation, against the 
Censor respecting non-payment of land- 
taxes, that although he has not incurred 
the legal penalty of 80 blows which is pre- 





























scribed for such an offence byithe statute 
under certain conditions, the punishment 
for the offence proved against him by the 
Governor entails his degradation’ by three 
honorary steps and his removaljfrom his 
present office go another. He is also found 
guilty of entering into communications 
contrary to law with the provincial ai 
thorities, and for this offence the penalty 
is loss of his official rank, 

(8) A memorial from the same high offi- 
cials conveys their judgment upon the 
Governor of Kiang-si. They convict the 
Governor of unlawful concealment, in that 
he did not at once denounce to the Throne 
the communications he asserts that he has 
received from the Censor. He has. i 
curred the penalty of loss of steps of hon- 
orary rank ; but as he is alrendy deprived 
of ail rank’ though retained in office, in 
pursuance of a former judgment punishing 
him for “betraying “the purport of 
Cabinet Decree,” itis ruled that the punish- 
ment that should now be adjudyed is that 
of dismissal from his present office. (N.B. 
—A  Rescript mitigating the proposed 
penalties in either case has already ap- 
peared.) 

‘March 15th.—(1) A reseript. to a memo- 
rial from the Cenaor Liu Jui-k'4 (not yet 
published), requesting that henceforward 
the provincial remittances to Peking be 
sent up in actual. specie, refers the subject 
to the Board of Revenue for deliberation, 

(2) An officer of the Skén-ki Ying (Im- 
perial Musketeers), named Siany-ngén 


TERA, having asked for active employ- 
ment, he is ordered to report himself with 


the army under Kin-shun >} (now 
about to proceed beyond the Wall from 
Kansuh). 

(8) Decree. We have ridden the horse pre- 
sented to Us by Pehyennomoku (the Po 
Wang, son of the late Prince Sangkolinsin, 
and himself one of the high officers of the 
Presence), and have found it thoroughly 
steady. We ordain that thename Wuyiincha 
be given toit. Respect this, (N,B,—Wu- 
yitnchu signifies ninety in the Manchu lan- 
guage.) 

(4) The Governor of Shan-si, Pao Yiian- 
shin, reports the escape of a criminal 
under sentence of death, and subi the 
name of the District Mayistrate who is 
responsible for his safe keeping, for the 
usual penalties. It appears that in July 
last a prisoner named Kao-shén, sentenced 
to be strangled for causing the death of a 
man in a broil, by a kick, was boin, 
from the Kao-sze District to the prov: 
capital, He was in charge of two jailors 
and two soldiers. While on the’ road, 
when near a village the evening of their 
departure, the cart conveying the party 
stuck in the mud, and the axle broke. 
‘The police were obliged to continue their 
journey on foot, and the prisoner, tak- 
ing advantage of an unguarded’ mo- 
ment, broke his fetters and escaped. He 
could not be found when given chase 
to by the police, and the soldiers have 
likewise absconded. An inquiry has been 
ordered into the circumstances ; and mean- 
while the District Magistrate’s name i 
handed over to the Board for adjudication, 

(6) Shen Yii-ying, Governor: of Yiin= 
nan, reports'the advent of a Burmese 
official, who came last year after the 
capture of Tali Fu to the Governor's 
camp, and reported that the rebel chief- 
tain Tu Weén-siu (better known to Buro- 
peans as Sultan Suleiman), had during his 
tenure of power established two agencies 
in Burmah, under the signs Yin Hing 


FE HY and Yiion Fa FE BY, at which 
certain” merchandize and inoneys were 
deposited. A report had reached the 
Burmese that the Imperialist troops at * 
Yung-el’ang and ‘Téng-yiteh (Momien) 
had expressed an intention of crossing the 
frontier to take this deposit by force, and 
he was therefore sent to request thata 
Chinese official be despatched to take 
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possession of the amount. ‘The Governor, 
therefore, considering that the property in 
question, as having belonged to a rebel in 
arms against the State, should in accor- 
dance with law be confiscated and distri- 
buted as prize-money, sent” an officer to 
Burmah with the official who had come 
from thence ; and this commissioner now 
reports having secured an amount of Tis. 
84,000 odd, which the Governor hasawarded 
as prize-money to the troops. Auother 
Burmese official has also lately come to the 
capital of Yiinnan, and has presented a 
despatch in Burmese which, on being 
translated, runs to the effect that the King 
of Burmah, on learning the happy result 
of the late campaign, begs instructions with 
regard to the sending of tribute, and to the 
establishment of commercial’ relations. 
Upon this the Governor, highly approving 
the dutiful sentiments of the King, is of 
opinion that encouragement should be 
shewn him ; but as regards commercial 
affairs, the roads are now open and traders 
passing backwards and forwards as of old, 
40 that it is not necessary to enter into 
special arrangements. ‘The Burmese envoy 
has been instructed that the transmission 
of tribute should be proceeded with in 
accordance with precedent, aud has been 
sent home under official convoy.

SHANGHAL YACHT CLUB. 

The Annual General Meeting of the 
8, Y. ©. was held at their Club Room, on 
the 24th ulto.

‘Tho Cxamaan thon said the principal 
business of the evening was the election 
of Office-bearers and a Committee for the 
ensuing year. As to the election of Com- 
modore, he felt sure that there existed but 
one opinion throughout the Club, that 
they could not do better than re-elect 
their present Commodore, A. J. Little, 
Esq., (applause) but us it’ was necessary 
to conform to the rules by balloting for ail 
oflicers, the ballot would be handed round. 

‘This having been done, Mr, Little was 
found to be unanimously elected, 

‘The following gentlemen were also un- 
animously elected: G. B. Hill, Vice- 
Commodore ; John Wilson, ‘Treasurer ; 
W. Hewett, Secretary ; Messrs. Coryell 
and Eustlack, Auditors; J. G. Dillon, 
prize-bearer, aud Messrs. Blethen, Viguier, 
Croad, Roberts, Tucker and Ashley, Com- 
mittee. 

Tho Cuatmaan said the next business 
was the election of a Sailing Committee, 
but he thought that Rule 30 made all 
necessary provision for the sailing arrange- 
ments; It read thus :— 

‘That after such election it shall be Iawfal 
for tho Yacht owners present to appoint not 
more than soven or not less than two members 
from their Body to act with the Ofice-bear- 
ers, as a Special Sailing Committee for the 
ensuing season. 

Considerable discussion ensued upon this 
point, and finally resulted in the appoint- 
ment of the Commodore, Vice-Commodore, 
‘Treasurer, Secretary, and Messrs, R. Croal, 
Rickard and Ashley as a Sailing Committee. 















































‘Mr. Hewerr proposed to substitute for 
rule 30 the following :

According to Rule 27, however, fourteen 
days notice must be given before altering 
any of the existing rules, and the amend- 
ment must be posted in the Club Room. 

‘Mr. Diutow proposed and Mr. 
seconded— 

‘That the Secretary be juested to com- 
municate with the Consular Body with a view 
to have, if possible, the certificates of yachts 
and houseboats registered in the Club, stamped 
by H.E. the Toutai of Shanghai, in order to 
enable the boats of the Club, if they wished, 
to go up-country without the necessity of 
applying for a pass. 

Carried unanimously. 

Mr. R. Cxoat proposed, and Mr. G. B, 
Hit seconded, Mr. Caine, Pilot, as a join- 
ing member. Unanimously elected. © Mr. 
Buernen proposed and Mr. Hewerr se- 
conded, Mr. E. H, Oliver. Unanimously 
elected. 

A long and desultory argument then 
arose as to the holding of the Challenge 
Cup pending its final appropriation by a 
winner under the conditions annexed to it, 

Mr. ASHLEY proposed— 

‘That the winner of the Challenge Cup hold 
the same, upon depositing such security as the 
Committee may deem fit, until one week pre- 
vious to the next Regatta, when it shall be 
handed over to the Secretary. 

Mr. Hrut seconded. 

‘Mr. Breruen proposed as an amond- 
ment— 

‘that the Cup be retained by the Club Com- 
mittee, and placed in a conspicuousjand secure 
place until tinally won. 

‘The amendment was lost, and the 
original motion carried by a majority of 
two. 

‘The Carrstaw pointed out that, in car- 
rying this proposition, the original’ idea of 
the Challengs Cup was entirely departed 
from. He (the Chairman) was the pro- 
moter of the public subscription that paid 
for the Cup (value Tis. 360) ; and the con- 

itions of the race were, as he intended 
them to be understood, that the winner 
for each year shall receive a $50 Cup, until 
the Challenge Cup be finally won, when the 
$50 Cup shall go to the second boat in the 
deciding race, previou the Chal- 
lenge Cup was to remain in the hands of the 
Committee, and be open to public view.

SHANGHAT ORICKET CLUB, 
‘The annual meeting of members of the 
Cricket Club was held on the 30th March. 
Present: Messrs. F. A. Groom, (elected to 
the chair), Myburgh, Anderson, Wade, 
Hearn, Tate, Souper, Mowat, St. Croix, 
Bean, Veitch, H. B. Miller, FitzGerald, 
Scott, Kerr, A. J. Vickers and Waller. 

In advance of the appearance of the 
sccounta (which were delayed through a 
mistake on the part of the messenger,) 

‘The Cmareman said at the last annual 
meeting the Committee had to congratulate 
the members on the flourishing tate of the 
Club, there being a credit balance of 
Ti. 1.26. This year there was a balance 
in favour of the Club of Tis. 147.69, but 
against that must be put the sum owing 
for last year’s rent as well as for the current 
six months—Tls. 450. So that they were 
now worse off than last year ; but this was 
owing to several unforescen expenses, one 
of which was the repairs to the pavilion. 
He thought the’ members would recollect 
that at last meeting it was stated that the 
pavilion was in need of considerable re- 
pairs, and it was suggested that a sub- 
scription list should be sent round, to meet 














the cost, not only of repairing, but also of 
enlarging it. ‘The list was sent round, but 
he was sorry to say many of the members 
passed it in silence by. The repairs and 
alterations came to a considerable amount, 
and this item and the repairs to the fence 
had been mainly instrumentalin causing the 
present debit balance of Tis, 302.31.” As 
regards assets, included in the expenditure 
of last year was a sum of Tis. 207.49 for 
new gear—bats, balls, guards, é&c., a great 
portion of which was still intact, i. ¢., 
available for the coming season, which the 
Committeo lioped to get through without 
incurring anything more under this head. 
The Club had a half interest too in a large 
iron roller, which they were of opinion was 
too heavy for the ground, They all knew 





j what the soil under the Cricket ground was, 


and it was found that it would not bear the 
pressure of a heavy roller, which mado 
it too close ; it then caked, the water stood 
on it, and next time the roller went over 
ita big hole was the result, The Com- 
mittee therefore proposed to gell this roller 
and substitute a lighter one of stone. They 
hoped to get for their share what they 
originally gave, viz., Tis, 250, the roller 
having cost ‘ls. 500. ’ The sale would place 
them in funds sufficient to enable them to 
start very nearly clear of liabilities. ‘Tho 
ground was in good order, and would neod 
very little doing to, duting the coming 
season. Another item mentioned at last 
meeting was the question of a small feo to 
Akew for looking after the clothes of 
members, providing spikes for shoes, and 
generally taking caro of the pavilion ; also 
the washing of clothes, of which a great 
deal was done, and for which the expendi- 
ture, though’ not large when divided 
amonget the individual members, fell hea- 
vily on the Club when it had a’ difficulty 
in’ making both ends meet. A resolu- 
tion was formed at last mecting to add 
‘ls. 1 to the subscription on this account 
but it had not as yet been collected, an 
the Committee had decided that members 
who got this accommodation should be 
charged that small amount for it. It 
could not be seen till the end of the season 
who these were, and therefore they had 
to wait till then before collecting it, Ho 
explained this, so that playing members, 
when they were asked to pay, should under- 
stand the rule and its retrospective applica- 
tion, Tho pavilion, he was sorry to say, 
was still in a vory bad stato of repair, not- 
withstanding the money expended on it 
Tank ‘season—tho greater part of which 
however went to en! agement During the 
late rains it might almost as well have 
had no roof at all, and some further repairs 
would be inevitable before the season ex- 
pired. He did not know if members had 
been to inspect it, 

‘Mr, Verren—Is it the new or the old 
roof? 

‘The Onarnwax—Both ; they are too flat, 
Many people went up on the roof at the 
Athletic sports, causing a heavy strain upon 
it, and the result was the rain came 
through. ‘The question must be mot, 
and the best way would be to put a 
shingle roof on and prevent people going 
on the top. 

‘The ballot for new Committeo was then 
taken, and resulted in the election of 
Messrs. Groom, (President), Hearn, An- 
derson, Tate, ‘St. Croix, Souper, and 
Caldbeck. 

‘Mr. Sovrer remarked that the Club had 
just managed to scrape through during the 
past two years,—in fact last year and this 
it had not been able to pay rent. The 
feeling among old members he thought 
was that they had paid pretty well for 
what had been done hitherto, and that 
men wishing to join should take a little of 
the burden. He therefore proposed—

Present: the Consular Representatives 
for Austria, Germany, Great Britain, Ja- 
pan, Netherlands, Russia, Spain and the 
United States. 

‘The response of the Governor of the 
Province to the joint letter of the Consular 
Body in reference to the Woosung Bar was 
laid before the meeting and considered. It 
was not deemed advisable to attempt any 
further recourse with the Governor at the 
present juncture. 

A letter from the Vice-Chairman of the 
Chamber of Commerce, asking whether the 
Consuls are informed of any steps taken 
by the Ministers, at Peking, to urge the 
Chinese Government to prompt action in 
the matter of the Woosung Bar,” w: 
placed before the meeting ; and the Senior 
Consul was requested to respond thereto 
that the C present at the meeting 
have no oficial information of the action 
of the Ministers in this regard... Ho was 
also requested to hand a copy of the letter 
to the Governor of the Province, above re- 
ferred to, and of the response, to the 
Chamber. 

‘The proposition for the establishment of 
a Lifeboat Institution for China was di 
cussed at length, and refered to x Com- 
mittee consisting of Messrs, Medhurst and 
Lueder. 

‘Messrs. Medhurst and Seward reported

Ever since the openin, 
Shanghai to foreign trade, 
river Whangpoo which is immediately above 
Woosung has been gradually changing its 
character and becoming more and more shoal, 
and the evil has lately increased to such an 
alarming extent that for some months past 
foreign vessels, whose size would formerly 
have admitted of their passing in and out 
with ease, have again and again been detained 
for several days, to the serious injury of in- 
dividual merchants and of te trade generally. 
The Chamber of Commerce and the large 
Steam Companies have in consequence in 
voked the aid of the Consuls in representing 
the case to the Supreme Authorities at Peking, 
with a view to the immediate adoption of 
remedial measures, and the question has 
accordingly been lait before the several 
Foreign Ministers, who, the Consuls have rea- 
son to believe, are now in negotiation with 
the Tsungli Yamén on the subject. 

It being more than probable that the 
Tsun; ‘amén will communicate with H. E. 
the Governor iu reference to the matter, the 
Consuls venture likewise to place him in 
possession of the facts, and to express a hope 
that he will afford them his valuable support

‘he plan at present suggested, is to cut ‘a 
channel 300 fect wide through the shallow 
portion of the river to the extent of say 
1,700 yards, and to provide for its being kept 
free from subsequent obstruction by means of 
yearly or periodical dredgings, as circum- 
stances may require. ‘This conclusion has 
been arrived at upon careful examinations 
which have been instituted at the cost of the 
Chamber of Commerce by certain naval 
officers, and nautical men, acquainted with 
the river, assisted by a dredging engineer who 
has already conducted some operations in the 
inner waters on account of the loval authori: 
tics, The Consuls, however, are of opinion 
that a more thorough and reliable report by 
experts intimately acquainted with tidal 
rivers and their peculiarities should be fur- 
nished for the information and guidance of the 
Supreme Authorities at Peking, and with t] 
view they are desirous of securing the ser- 
vices of two Dutch engineers, wlio happen to 
be now engaged upon a river bar in Japan, Lt 
has been ascertained that these persons are 
prepared to come to Shanghai and undertake 
the necessary survey, provided their expenses 
are paid and a reasonable remuneration 
allowed for their services. This is estimated 
by the Consuls at Tis. 2,000, and they ven- 
ture to suggest the advauce ‘of this sum out 
of the provincial treasury as a preliminiry to 
further expenditure, which they feel convinced 
must eventually be incurred if this port is to 
retain its present importance as a commercial 
centre and as a source of revenue to the Iin- 
perial Exchequer. 

‘The Consuls can scarcely in the brief space 
of a written communication sulmit to H. BE. 
the Governor all the particulars and statistics 
which are in their possession in reference to 
the bar and its injurious effects upon foreign 
conmmeree. But if the Governor will be #0 
good as to accord thei an official interview, 
ticlegates of their body will proceed to Soo- 
chow and place before him all the information 
necessary to his complete appreciation of the 
question at issue, and its urgency in respect 
of the interests of the port.

taining to foreign trade ‘in general. You 
state that tie river has of late been gradually 
becoming more shallow, and that to 
prevent its silting up yon propose employing 
a dredging machine for the purpose of cutting 
4 passage way. ‘Thereupon arise the questions 
—whether the passage once eut would remain 
permanently open—whether the method is 
practieable—what the necessary expense 
would come to—what length of time would 
be required for the work, and what fund 
the money is to come from; but as you have 
already reported the fasts to your respectiv 
Ministers at Peking, 1 presume the ‘T'sung/ 
‘Yamén will, after deliberation, decide upon 
the proper course to be taker 
As regards the remuneration to be paid t 
the Surveyors, after the course of action h 
been fixed upon {at Peking], the Shanghai 
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‘Taoutai, as being nearest the spot, will pay 
whatever is required. 

‘With reference to the “important details,” 
I would beg you to communicate them 
verbally to the Shanghai Tautai, for my 
information—that will be quite sufficient ; 
Dut if you insist on coming to Soochow, hope 

‘ou will fix the time with the Shanghai 
Tautal, who will let me know beforeband.

At that particular 
time, the accounts showed the steamers 
wore about paying, so far as they were able 
to judge from simply having the amount 
of the gross freight list and estimates of 
their expenses, Just at that period, 
the charter of the City of Exeter was 
finished, but it was then renewed for an- 
other three months ; the Mecca was going 
on, A few weeks after that time, freights 
not improving, but the reverse, they found 
the ateamers were losing. ‘They accordingly 
concluded, at the beginning of October, that 
it was undesirable to enrry on the opora- 
tions of the Company, and to recommend 
that it be wound ‘up provided some 
change for the better did not show itself— 
meanwhile to avoid further operation 
Previously to that they had been ende: 
vouring to find tio steamers to make up 
the line, one of which was to replace the 
Krwangchow; and many proposals were made 
to them, but all too high to be entertaine: 
About October however a steamer was pr 

osed tothem from London, which they were 
informed would be far superior to the 
Acantha, at a cost of £31,000. . ‘They wrote 
offering ‘£28,000 ; and at the samo time 
the Thales wes offered to the Company. 
Being unwilling to yo into negociations 
without first trying the ateamer, they pro 
pored to charter the Thales for one month, 
‘That charter caine into effect, snd 
was the reason the shareholders still found 
charters were going on after it had been 
discovered that the operations of the 
Company as regards chartered steamers 
were not of a successful character, In the 
following week they concluded to aband. 
the, purchase of steamer, and to wind 
up the Company ns soon as ‘possible, pro- 
wiled of course that at the Bret meeting 
the shareholders desired to do so. So far. 
they were not open to the charge of carry- 
ing on the operations of the Comp.ny un- 
necessarily'after having discovered thataloss 
was being incurred. When the one month's 
charter of the Thales had expired, they 
declined to continue it, and she was then 
running on owner's account, he believed.

starting on a voyage from the South to 
Shanghai, broke down and had to put 
back; and at that moment they were offer- 
ed the charter of the Thales on more favour- 
able terms than before.

‘The stores 
were worth rather more, he believed, than 
they stood at in the ‘account, He had 
now gone throngh the Report and Ac- 
counts item by item ; if there was any other 
Point upon which ‘they would like in- 
formation, he had no doubt he should 
be able to give it them. The Kwang- 
chow showed an apparent loss. She cost 
£29,500, and was insured for £35,000. 
‘The’ insurance itself on that amount was 
£3,300; and stores, fittings, provisions, and 
80 on hud to be taken into account. ‘The 
cargo, consisting of coal, cost £2,000, and 
was insured for £3,500 to cover freight. 
There was a considerable profit on the 
exchange account, the money having 
been mostly remitted at 5s, Of. and re- 
placed at ds. 63d. up to 5s. 8d. The restilt 
would have been a profit of Tis. 1,100; but 
the Directors having an extremely’ ex- 
etienced and able commander, Captain 
amont, and chief engineer, reserved 
them to appoint to the Kwangchow on 
her arrival, and their salaries came to 
Ms. 2,200, which reduced the amount 
to the apparent loss of about ‘Ils. 1,100. 
Under the deed of settlement ‘they 
might observe that they were bound to 
pay the Agents of the Company at the rate 
Of the commission paid for the previous 
six months, after deciding to wind up the 
Company.’ They had, however, arranged 
with the Agents, who had given them a 
letter to the effect that their claim would 
be waived. This arrangement was made 
in November last, when their letter was 
received. [Letter produced and read by 
the Chairman.] Under the old deed of 
settlement the’ Company would have been 
wound up at this particular time, and all 
claims would have ceased except commis- 
sions earned immediately after. ‘The Agents 
nd also consented to forego any claim after 
that date for oftice expenses. He might say 
that the resolution which would be proposed 
at tho extraordinary meeting, to wind up 
the Company, should it be then the will 
of the shareholders to adopt it, would 
require confirmation two months’ subse- 
quently. ‘They would therefore propose 
to adjourn this meeting to the Ist 
Tune, when Use Agents would amect the 
equort to ike up the secounts to the 
Bist March, and have them circulated 
amongst the shareholders previous to the 
timo of the meeting. He did not think he 
had anything else to say. If any gentle- 
men wished to ask any questions, he should 
bo glad to answer them; and meanwhile 
would now put the first resolution’ to the 
meeting. —

‘The further losses, by sundry 
alaimns and bad debtsarising from 
the previous term, and the frau- 
dulent delivery of merchandise 
advanced upon under the Com- 
pany’s Godown Warrants, in-

as the probable total loss sustained by the 
Company. 

‘Beside those indicated in the last paragraph, 
the main causes for this unexpectedly un: 
favorable result are to be found in the 
depressed state of trade upon the coast during 
the past year, aud the want of suitable 
steamers for carrying on the Company's busi- 











ness. In order to maintain an efficient line, 
the Directors felt constrained to charter such 
vessels as were available, pending the arrival 
of steamers from home to complete the Com- 
pany’s fleet.:. The steamer Kwangchow, ;pur- 
chased in London, was lost on the way out, 
and it has been found impracticable to replace 
her or to secure other suitable vessels for the 
service. 

Under these circumstances, and bearing in 
mind the serious losses sustained, the Directors 
feel it incumbent upon them to recommend 
a dissolution of the Company. They have, 
therefore, called an extraordinary Meeting of 
the Shareholders in order to introduce a re- 
solution to that effect. 

‘The Acantha is the only steamer owned by 
the Company, and the Directors have little 
doubt that she can be employed profitably 

ending a satisfactory sale. To this end she 
Eos been chartered at a rerounerative rate. 

‘The bulk of the Company's Debenture Loan 
falls due on the Ist proximo, but the sum of 
‘Pls. 16,800, will remain upon the five years’ 
Debentures, redeemable April Ist, 1876." ‘This 
coustitute the only considerable liability 
of the Company, apart from its Capital stock, 
and it is expected that a satisfactory arrange- 
ment can be arrived at whereby the holders 
of this Loan will accept an early discharge. 

‘The Directors’ anticipations of a successful 
issue to the Appeal from the decision of the 
Hongkong Cvurt in the Rona-Ava suit hav 
proved well founded. The judgment of the 
Privy Council condemns the Ava as havin, 
taon equally ‘at fanlt for the collision, and 
responsible for half the damages consequent 
thereon. ‘This should result in a material gain 
to the Company, and the adjustment of its 
claim is now engaging the attention of its 
solicitors. 

‘Mr. A. A. Haves, Jun., having resigned on 
his departure from the Settlement, the Direc- 
tors have filled his place upon the board by

Mr, Lirrze said there was one matter on 
which he did not exactly understand the 
Chairman, and that was, the subsequent 
charter of the vessels of which he spoke. 
He had told them that the Thales was 
chartered to bring up the cargo of the Acan- 
tha, but seeing how badly the steamers 
were paying, it seemed rather a mistake to 
charter her for two months, 

‘The Cuamwan said it was the fact of 
her taking the Acantha’s cargo up, and 
that she was offered to the Company at a 
lower rate than before, which induced them 
to charter the Thales. ‘The first charter 
was independently of that. 

‘Mr, Lrrrue—And these were the reasons? 

‘Whe Cuarman—Precisely. 

Mr, Lrrriz—And it was in October the 
Directors had resolved to wind up the 
Company? 

‘The Cuaramax—We could iiot get the 
freight up in ang other way, and i8 was a 
valuable one, while we could uot get tho 
steamer for a term less than two months, 

Mr, Listy said there was a remark in 
the Report of Inst meeting, that “ the 
purchase of debentures and shares in the 
Company having reduced them rather 
more than seems now desirable, tho 
Ditectors propose a re-issue of both, 60 a8 
to bring the former account to Tis. 100,000 
(against Tis. 120,000 originally issued) and 
the latter to ‘Ts. 200,000 (originally. ‘Ils, 
204,000.) ‘The sharvholders found on 
referring to the Report that at 31st March 
1873 there were 91 shares and 41 deben- 
tures to be re-issued. ‘That Report said 
too many had been called in, and they 
should now expect to find less, instead of 
which they found on referring to the * 
present Report that 94 shares lind beon 
purchased and 160 debentures. ‘Ihe Re- 
port recommending a re-issue was passed ; 
how came there to be an increase? 

‘The Cuarnataw said the reason of the 
shares being increased to Tis 9,400 w: 
that three forfeited shares were cancelled, 
and formed the amount of Tis, 300 
discrepancy on that item, As to the pur- 
chase of debentures, it was a very excel- 
lent way of investing the Company's funds, 
The debentures had to be paid off, and 

ing so now, and had money been 
ise invested it would only have 
brought 7 per cent., whereas, applied thus, 
it saved the Company 10 per cent, 

Mr. Lrrtux asked how it was that, while 
the Rona was put down as an asset in tho 
last Report at ‘ls 15,130.32, she appeared 
in this Report at ‘Tis. 18,003.04? 

‘The Cuatnwaw said the reason was 
that, as they might be aware, judg- 
ment was first given against the Company, 
and the increased value represented the 
cost of obtaining the reversal of that deci- 
sion, the Insurance Companies having de- 
clined to take any part or share in recover- 
ing it. 

‘Mr. Denz.—And are the legal expenses 
all included in the extra ‘Ts. 3,000 7 

‘The Cuarman.—< portion of the amount 
was not for the expenses, but a difference 
which was expected to be obtained from 
the underwriters, about ‘Ms, 2,000, and 
was not recovered, which the Company 
will of course have the benefit of in any 
future division, should any such have to 
be made. 

‘Mr. Dent.—Is that ‘Tis. 18,000 a net 
asset, or have’ the legal expenses, some 
‘is. '9,000 I believe, to be taken out of 
it? 

‘The Cuarmataw said they would remember 
that at last meeting the amount at debit of 
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the Rona was Tis, 25,000, and is. 10,000 
were written off, leaving a balance of 
Tis. 15,000, which the Directors thought it 
well to keep, and on which no alteration 
had been made since then. 

‘Mr, Lurrie—How much do the Directors 
estimate the Company to have lost between 
the Ist January and the present date? 

‘The Caarnmax—They do not estimate 
the Company to have lost anything at all. 
Tam rather averse to giving estimates, as 
they sometimes turn out wrong, but may say 
that the Thales has perhaps lost something, 
which however will be fully met I believe 
by the gain on the Acantha. There will 
be three months interest on the mass of 
debentures, but against that will be ine 
terest on similar account, though not of 
equal ‘amount ; the difference will not be 
large, about 3 per cent. 

‘Mr, Dext—We notice that the only 
amount of interest with which the accounts 
are credited is Tis. 885, on advances out- 
standing, You account for that, I believe, 
by money having been invested in the 
Acantha, and having been sent home for 
the purchase of the Kwangehow; butin your 
statement of 3rd September it was said 
‘that the £35,000 was made up of the cost 
of the Kwangchow, insurance and interest, 
0 I auppose there was interest running on 
at both ends—before the money was sent 
home and afterwards, 

‘The Caarratax,—In calculating the cost 
of a steamer, you naturally count the 
amount of interest in. If you send Tis. 
100,000 to England to pay for a ateamer 
in January, by end of June there will bo 
six months interest on it; and one thing 
meant to imply by the remark to whieh 
you refer was that the vessel was not in- 
sured at a profit, inasmuch as interest 
would absorb the difference between insu- 
+ range and actual cost. There was no ob- 

ject in putting down interest on one side 
when we would just have to put down loss 
on the other ; it is simply a question of 
book entry. 

Mr. Lirrte asked if it was to be under- 
stood from the Chairman's remarks at last 
meeting, and the present report, that the 
whole deficit on the running of the Com- 
pany’s steamers was made in the last four 
mouths of 1873, At the former meeting 
he had asked whether the working had 
been favourable from the 3ist March till 
then, and presumably from the reply the 
Joss ‘must have beon during the four last 
months of the year. 

Tho Caamstax.—It, would bo difficult 
to analyse the Accourits to such an ex- 
tent as to bo able to say so ; he should 
say however that the four months was not 
roponsible for the whole loss. ‘There wad 
a lous on the Craigforth and City of Exeter 
of Tis, 6,000. 

‘Mr, Lirmiz—But the gain on the 
Acantha made up for that, 

‘The Cxarnsax—The gainon the Acantha, 
in the time, would bo about half of it. I 
suppose, however, the loss did almost 
wholly occur in the last four months. 

‘Mr, Lrrrie—It is a large proportion for 
the time. 

The Cuarnaan—It is extremely painful, 
Sir. 

‘Mr. Lirrie—It is a very bitter com- 
mentary on the last paragraph but two of 
the previous Report:—‘ he line has met 
with very “gratifying support, and the 
steamers have almost invariably gone full, 
so that with their flect complete, and with 
economical and careful management, the 
shareholders may reasonably hope for s 
properous career.”

‘The Cuatraan said the Company, up 
till Sist March, issued their own warrants, 
and upon these the frauds were committed. 

‘Mr. Lrrrue—Has there been any inves- 
tigation of Mr. Macki’s affairs; is it 
certain that nothing is recoverable? 

The Cuareatay feared there was nothing 
to be got; the chief thing was the steamer 
Ping On, as to which he had already in 
formed the meeting. 

‘Mr. Dext thought the reading of the 
first line in the paragraph referred to, was 
aptto mislead. It appeared that the Com- 
pany advanced its own money on its own 
godown warrant, and then delivered the 
goods. 

‘The Cuareaan—If a man puts property 
into your godown, you give him an order 
for it; he presents that to a Bank or to 
yourself, and you advance on it, if doing 
s0is part of your business. Nothing could 
be more satisfactory than to advance on 
goods in your own godowns. 

‘Mr. Dent thought the paragraph was 
curiously worded. 

Mr. Listuz—Was Mr. Mackie in the 
same position as Mr. Stoddard ? 

‘The CuarnmaN—No ; Mr, Stoddard was 
a servant of Olyphant & Co. ; the Company 
did not know him at all. Mr. Mackie was a 
public wharfinger, in the same position 
say as the Hongkew Wharf Co. 

‘Mr, Lirrue—Then the words the “ Com- 
Godown warrants” are certainly 
ing. You could not call the Hong- 
kew Wharf Co.’s warrants “Company's 
Godown warrants.” + 

‘Tho Cuarnaax—You ignore the distine- 
tion as regards these particular warrants, 
They were issued before the 31st of March, 
hilo the Company till worked the. go- 
downs, and the holders claimed delivery on 
them after that time.

‘THE P. M. 8, “OHINA’S” BREAKDOWN. 
(From a Correspondent.) 

We left Yokohama at noon on Monday 
the 8th December, and all went well, 
though our progress was slow, until Friday 
the 19th, when we met and communicated 
with the Great Republic bound out. From 
her we received San Francisco papers, and 
‘an announcement to the officers that their 

was reduced one-third all round, and 
‘that the China was to be turned back 
again with the least possible delay after 
her arrival. As the steamer had not been 
overhauled for over three years, this was 
a great disappointment to those who had 
expected a short stay with their families. 
They, however, encouraged us to speculate 
on spending New Year's day ashore, which 
seemed all the more probable as Captain, 
chief officer and engineer all had wives 
awaiting them. ‘This occurred close upon 
the meridian of Greenwich, and we conse- 
juently repeated the 19th. This second 

‘iday was our misfortune. On the 
afternoon of that day we heard the 
engine, after giving three warning grunts, 
aakdanly<atop) ead spony "we. leaxat 
that the piston rod had given way 
and that the cylinder cover must be 
removed in order to ascertain what was 
the damage done. Meanwhile sail was 
set, and the wind being fair and light we 
held on our course, due E, After dinner 
the Captain informed us with a very long 
face that the repairs would take 4 to 5 
days, that examination had shewn tho 

iston rod to have worn loose from the 
piston, and that had not the chief Engineer 
rushed to shut off the steam when he did, 
in another stroke the cylinder head would 
have been blown off and irreparable da- 
mage done. We considered ourselves naky 
it was no worse, and wondered at the 
run by the Company in sending 
valuable vessels to sea with only a singl 
engine. ‘The following morning (20th) we 
were admitted into the engine room and 
enabled to form au idea of the work to be 
done before we could be again under 
way. It appears that in these engines 
the piston-rod, in liew of being keyed 
down on the piston, is simply screwed 
into it. ‘The strain on the worm of this 
screw is equal to 600 tons each stroke of 
the piston, and ithad toall appearance, not 
unnaturally, given way. ‘The thread of the 
worm, which is only about 3/8 inch de 
having been previously eaten away by tho 
steam, was stripped right off therod, which 
was now barely attached to the Panea by 
6 small supplementary I} inch bolts. The 
piston was hanging by these 6 bolts, which 
‘wore screwed through the nut, the diamond 
points only coming in contact with the rod. 
‘This had been done in San Francisco about 
‘Po refix the piston rod it was 
to bore a hole through it 
taching nut, and to insert a key 
through it to be made out of the spare 
crank-pin carried on board. To make this 
hole necessitated the removal of 270 cubic 
inches of wroughtiron, and as this had to be 
don’ with hand drills to be made for the 
purpose, it seemed to us an interminable 
job. Day after day after each meal we 
adjourned to the engine-room to watch the 
imperceptible progress going on, the ship 
anwhile being in the trough of the 
sea. For on the second day, when a 
fresh breeze sprung up from the N. E., 
we tried to lié to; but with the sea- 
anchor, or drag, out forward, and the 
after sail set, she persisted in remaining 
broadside on, and all the exertions of the 
crew failed to-extricate her from this posi- 
tion until the engine was once more set 
going. In this way, during two days, we 
drifted at the rate of 2 miles an hour 









































































the superstitions. On Christmas eve and 
Christmas day it blew a gale, and our posi- 
tion was a wretched picture of helpless- 
ness. At length on the eighth day, when 
the repairs were completed, the result of our 
broadside circular sailing was to put us 
about 90 miles back from our starting 


point. The work accomplished in_ the | j 


engine-room elicited the admiration of all ; 
after the hole was cut and the key made, 
the delicate adjustment of it consumed 48 
hours. In all 10 European mechanics and 
20 Chinamen (the firemen and crew) 
worked in relays, day and night, till the job 
was completed—all being indefatigable, 
knowing well our ultimately reaching 
port depended almost entirely on their 
exertions ; and we could not but feel our- 
selves fortunate in having on board such 
a skilful chief engineer as Mr. Ojeda to 
plan and direct the work. Captain Cobb 
deserved all our sympathy while a prey to 
the anxious responsibility of the command 
of a vessel like the China, now absolutely 
at the merey of the winds and wave 
From this point we completed our voy: 
without incident, arriving in San Francis 
just 14 days over time, to find ourselves 
almost despaired of. We should have been 
in 8 days earlier but for the fact of our 
having been sent to sea with only 1300 
tons of coal, so that we had to close two 
boilers and’ thus reduce our speed during 
the latter part of the voyage to 150 miles 
per day. At one time it was anxiously 
debated whether we should run down to 
Honolulu to coal, but as the risk of really 
bad weather in these latitudes is very light 
it was determined to go on; and favoured 
by a smooth sea we successfully reached 
our moorings with about half a ton of coal 
to spare. We had on board 2,450 tons 
of cargo ; ium, tea and silk, and 
to make this big freight ‘the safety of the 
ship and passengers would appear to have 
en deliberately jeopardized. Unless a 
considerable change takes place in the man- 
agement of the Company, we shall not 
willingly trust our lives on board a 
Pacific Mail Steamer ; and we think the 
Insurance Companies’ would do well to 
know what risks they really run by this line. 
The Ohina’s chief Boginser is leaving the 
Company as soon as this voyage is over, 
and as our safety is due to his ability, the 
danger of travelling in these single engined 
ships when they are in charge of the new 
underpaid ofticials will be largely increased. 

As to the steamers themselves, they are 
well known to be roomy and comfortable, 
while the table is all that conld be desired, 
but the fact remains that if the one engine 
breaks down, to depend on their sails is to 
trust toa broken reed. Practically the masts 
are only useful for signalling purposes, aud 
to all intents the steamers would be better 
without them. As it would be impossible 
to rig these enormous hulls effectively 
without imposing a heavy extra burden on 
the ships, the conclusion we have come to 
is that mail steamers of this class should 
have double engines, nor put to 
5,00 mile voyage without a suffici 
gin of coal on board to provide for any un- 
expected delay.

schr. Caroline, has favoured the Swatow 
Correspondent of the Hongkong Times with 
the following report :—On a voyage from 
‘Takow to Chefoo, in rounding the South 





Cape of Formosa, at 74 a.m, on the 28th 
of January last, with a northerly wind, ab 
a distance of ‘about 14 miles from ‘the 
shore, [discovered with my telescope a sort 
of pole sticking up at the easternmost of 
the Vele Rete Rock, distance 10 miles 
resembling somewhat a mast of a fishing 
junk at anchor, Knowing there was 10 
anchor-ground in that vicinity, I without 
delay made off for the rock, and soon 
could distinguish party of shipwrecked 
seamen gathered around a sigual of dis- 
tress, In a few minutes the ship's bont 
was ready, and the boatswain and four 
Japanese sailors went into it ; the Caroline 
sailed up as near as she could safely come, 
and then the boat shoved of. But the 
current was so strong that they could make 
no headway, aud after two and a half hours’ 
hard pulling, they. returned exhausted 
on board, without having effected their 
object, ‘the wind was then light from 
N.N.E., and though the vessel was going 
from 4 to 5 knots through the water, 
steering a southerly course, she was sivept 
away with the current to the northward 
of the South Cape, and had nearly got 
out of sight of the rock, when a fresh 
squall from the land” came on and 
carried her back again, Meanwhile the 
boat had been rigged with a sail, and now 
another trial was made to save the ship- 
wrecked. But as the rock is surrouuded 
with reefs on which the sea breaks heavily, 
even in fine weather, and as the current 
produced fearful overfalls, it was a dificult 
and dangerous task. However, fortunately 
they got this time ao far that they caught 
hold of the end of a log-line, which was 
lowered away with the current from the 
rock, Another line from the boat was then 
hauled over and fastened to the rock, and 
then the poor people one-by-one got safely 
off the rosk aut! into the bont, and towards 
sunset were taken over on board the Caro- 
line, 

They were eight in amber: Capt. 
Ulrich, his mate, and six others of the crew 
of the ill-fated’ German barque Chance, 
which vessel, bound on n voyage from 
Noweastle, N.S.W., with a cargo of coal for 
Hongkong, drifted’ against the rock at 4 
a.m. on the previous day and sank instant- 
ly. Allon board, including the Captain’s 
wife, a daughter’ of five years, a boy of 
seven months, and a nurse, with th 
ception of the eabin boy, who went down 
with the ship, had jumped over to the rock, 
half naked, as most of them were. Tho 
got hold of two pesss of deck plank, an 
jashed them together with a log-line 
fastened an empty bag tothe end an Taised 
this for a signal of distress, fourteun feet 
high, During the day a barque hove in 
sight, she came nearer and atearer, they 
could almost distinguish the people on 
deck, every one felt sure that the time of 
rescie had come, and the little girl cried 
joyfully: See! mother, our Lord sendi 
us help.” But the barque steered h 
course and passed away, and everyo 
hope sunk to dreadful despair. ‘The wind 
was not strong, but the sea was occasion- 
ally washing over the rock, keeping them 
in constant dread of being carried away, 
They had no provisions, excepting afbottle 
of jam and one bottle of claret. ‘The few 
clothes they had were torn and their hands 
and feet were ont nearly to pieces by the 
sharp oyster-shells on the tock in the 
struggle with the waves. So they passed 
aday and a night together, when, about 
daylight on the 28th, a heavy breaker 
washed all of them clean off the rock. ‘The 
Captain, in swimming, saw something dark 
under water, which he took to be his wifo 
and brought back to the rock, But 
when he looked round his wife was not 
there. One of the crew had seen her, 
with her face bleeding, and sinking. She 
had struck her head against a stone. ‘The 
body saved was that of the cook. ‘The two 
children, amah, and the earpenter had 
also disappeared. ‘The rest of the crew 
saved their lives by clinging to the rock

‘these things. When we got there he took 
them into the home, I remaining outside 
as on the previous ‘day. He soon afterwards 
came out and told me to go. He came again 
to my shop on Sunday afternoon in a pony 
trap. He asked for another large knife, aud 
tolid ine he had bought so many things at my 
shop that he thought be Bala rght toa 
“cumshaw.” I gave him as a cumshaw two 
bottle of verfume ; six tablets of scented soap; 
and a bundle of cigars. I asked him when he 
wanted the biscuits; he said Monday. [asked 
if Lshould send them to Kee-chong (Russell 
& Co.) ; he said, no; he would come for them. 
He, however, did not come. On Tuesday 1 
met him, and he said hie had been to my shop, 
but the boy told him I had gone to Shanghai. 
‘He had told imo that when the biscuits were 
made, the compradore at Kee-chong would 








me what I believed to be a list of the goods 
he had received ; but on Sunday when he came 
he tore it up’ and gave me the two pa- 
pers, (produced), containing a list of them all, 
Sunday’s purchases included. On Sunday 
he told me the Fusiyama had gone away, and 
in consequence only 250 Ibs. of biscuits’ were 
required. I remember meeting the prisoner 
before, in French town. He has not paid me 
one cent. On the Sunday he gave me an en- 
velope telling me the writing on it was his 
address. ‘The two lists were enclosed in it. On 
Thursday I went to the shop and made en- 
quiries of him, but a foreigner there (Mr. 
Goldenburg), said he did not know anything 
about it. On the following day I went again, 
when the foreigner told me he thought pri- 
soner had gone to Ningpo. 

"To Prisoner.—I never saw you in my shoy 
before the Friday. When I was ridiug with 
you on the jinrieksba, you told me you had 
been to my shop before for a pair of silk stock- 
ings. You asked me to give you a mouth’s 
credit. Twas not unwilling to do so, as you 
told me you had astore. You never told me 
you wanted to make a profit out of the pro-

At the fret goneral meeting of the, Yoko- 
hama Young Men’s Literary Society, held on 
the 6th March, TY. W. Cargill, Esq., read a 
paper on ‘The Rise and Progress of the 
System of Banking carried on in the East.” 
Having stated that, with one exception, none 
of the existing English Exchange Banks had 
their origin in Europe, but that ‘the syste 
had been commenced in British India, he pro- 
ceeded to describe the rise and developement 

































































of the great Eastern trade in India, the Straits, 
and China. At Bombay, where the want of 
such a system was most felt, the incorporation 
in 1940 of the first public Bank: having given 
little practical relief to the Mercantile Com- 
munity, the Bank of Western India was 
established 2 years later, which was subse- 
quently merged into the Oriental Bank, and 
became the foundation of the whole Eastern 
Exchange Bank system as it now exists. 
The serious difficulties to be encountered ; 
the jealousy and hostility to be evercome ; 
and the legal disabilities to be put up. with, 
were next noticed ; and the precautionary 
measures adopted to meet these difficulties, 
were described. ‘The paper shewed that the 
great commercial crisis of 1847 had enchanced 
the credit of the Oriental Bank, and given it 
a solidity it never afterwards lost. For it had 
been able at that critical period to supply its 
customers freely with sight drafts on England, 
‘and to make heavy shipments of bullion to 
London, which had arrived there at the height 
of the panic and attracted public notice in the 
City. "The effects of the collapse of the Union 
Bank of Calcutta in 1848, upon the Oriental 
Bank and its numerous branches :—and the 
despondency and uneasiness of its proprietor 
il the graut of a Royal Charter limiting their 
ry and containing adequate powers of con- 
ducting theirbusiness were graphically detailed. 
In conclusion, Mr. Cargill remarked that now 
no other part of the British Dominions and no 
other portions of British trade enjoy moro 
banking facilities than those i 
that the Oriental Bank wa 
tion to create general exchange bi } 
history was therefore truly the history of the 
system of general Banking and Exchange in 
the East, and its unrivalled success, followed 
by others on the same model, had’ provided 
that aid to commerce which’ wo now seo in 
living operation. A short discussion followed 
on the subject of limited liability ; and a cor- 
dial vote of thanks was awarded to the author 
for his very interesting and valuable paper.—

The’ latest quotations, by telegram from London, do not differ from thoso given in last Report. 





PIECE GOODS.—Instead of improving, the Piece Goods market has become worse. ‘The principal imports have boen freely offered, 
but buyers have held off, and although once or twice a tendency towards business has been manifested by the trade, it has not amounted 
to anything. The inducements placed before the dealers have been considered insufficient. Whenever they have found sellers ready to 
meet them at their own rates, they have invariably withdrawn or demanded another and yet another candareen ; more- 
‘over, they have been afraid to enter into any transactions of importance. Prices have not yet seen their lowest—so the} 
over—and a ig market here means loss to them. From Hanxow, a rather better enquiry for Cotton Goods is reported, 
and, but for the duiness ruling at Shanghai, advices state that dealers would have more confidence in going into stock. 
‘The demand is described as “by no means active for the season of the year,” and yet Inte steamers up-river have taken considerable 
supplies hence. ‘The Customs Gazette shows a re-export to the Ports by the vessels cleared on 24th, 26th and 27th ultimo of nearly 80,000 
pieces Grey 198, 40,000 pieces T-Cloths, 6,000 pieces Drills, and so on. ‘TreNtstx.—The s.s. Shanse arrived on her expected day, but 
the northern men have taken another lease of waiting, and are again endeavouring to find comfort and hope out of the old ‘ten-day 
Very few goods have been sent to the north lately. At Cueroo, a sort of panic has prevailed. C. P. H. Peacock chop 8}-lbs. Gr oy 
Shirtings, hich were recently sold there at Tis. 1.88 a 1.90 per piece, have dropped to ‘Ils. 1.80, and sales at that wero almost imprac- 
ticable ; and this, with a total export from hence since the opening of the season, of not more than 60,000 pieces! Jaran advices speak 
rather more encotragingly, but that is nearly all that can be said of them. ‘Te termination of the troubles in the south,” it was hoped, 
would restore confidence and re-awaken trade.” 

So much for the general position of the markets. As to particulars, it is unnecessary to-day to do more than mention a few of the 
prineipal sales and the rates offered and accepted, these showing in several instances a material decline on those ruling Inst mail day.
